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H.M. gun-vessel Hornet, Commander Cameron, has left here 
for the south, having been replaced by the Midge, which is in- 
tended to remain here during the winter. At present, for winter 

rotection, we have in port one British, one Russian, and one 
French gunboat; and rumour says we shall have yet an American 
gunboat, the Palos. 

On the 8th Nov., hare-hunting commenced, and as the open 
country around is to a great extent free from water, this sport 
will be much pursued during the winter. 

As to the weather, we have had first rain, then sleet, and 
finally snow, and the country is now partially covered with a 
white mantle. The try are at present occupied in gather- 
ing in the later products of the soil as rapidly as possible. so as 
to get them housed before the more severe weather sets in. 
Owing to the absence of inundations and to the gathering in of 
crops above average, the peasantry are this year in good circum- 
stances. vy 

The steamer Shantung, leaving here on the 12th Nov., will 
take away the body of Woo Tung-ling, who died here on the 
1st September last, and who was formerly Chief of the Southern 
Legion in this province. A large body (3,000) of the officers 
and men of the Southern Legion escorted the coffin to the 
steamer ; and the flags of the Chinese gunboat Chinhae and the 
C.M.S.N. Co. were put half-mast high.

SHANGHAI. 
The present mai] brings advices from this port to the 20th 


November; the P. and O. mail from London Oct. 2 was received 
on the 16th November. The following summary of news is from 
the North China Herald :-— : 


Telegrams received from Yedo on the 14th Nov. state that the 
Japanese Government entirely approves the agreement come to 
between its High Commissioner, Okubo, and the Tsuncli Yamen, 
and that it was much pleased with the action of H.B.M. Minis- 
ter, Mr. Wade, in assisting to bring the difficulty to an honour- 
able and peaceful settlement. The Japanese transports would 
leave shortly for Formosa, and the expedition will probably re- 
tire from the island before the 26th December—the date stipu- 
lated in the agreement. This intimation will dispel some linger- 
ing suspicion that the Japanese Government might, regarding 
the monetary part as unsatisfactory, take exception to the settle- 
ment concluded by his Excellency Okubo, and is an assurance 
of its desire to avoid a war. It further shows that, as was to be 
inferred from the protracted character of the negotiations, 
Okubo’s mission was all along intended to secure peace, if that 
were compatible with maintaining the honour of his country. 
We may notice here that on the 12th Nov. his Excellency and 
suite left Shanghai, for Amoy and Formosa, in the Aanagawa- 
marz, on board which also a passage was given to a Chinese offi- 
cer, the bearer of despatches. 

We hear that the first Tls. 100,000 of the sum which the 
Chinese have agreed to pay the Japanese has been handed over 
by the Haikwan (Customs) Bank here. The Shanghai Customs 
treasury has to furnish another Tls. 100,000 of the indemnity. 
The Customs funds seem to be always ready for the dredging of 
bars political, whatever they may be for bars physical. Mr. 
Edward McKean, of the Customs Service, will probably go to 
Formosa on special duty in connection with the evacuation of 
the island by the Japanese. It will be remembered that the 
same gentleman was selected to be the bearer of despatches from 
Peking to Yedo, at an early stage of the difficulty between 
China and Japan. 

A sigbt of unusual interest was afforded to people who hap- 
pened to be on the Bund on the 13th Nov., in the simultaneous 
departure of H.M.S. Jfodeste, the gunboat Dwarf, and the 
French mail steamer Hoogly. As the Modeste moved off, the 
Dwarf’s crew manned the yards, and gave three cheers, and the 
Modeste’s men swarmed up her rigging, and heartily returned 
the compliment. The Dwarf flew the homeward bound pennant, 
and looked in very smart trim as she steamed rapidly after her 
big sister. Only hercrew go home, however, we believe, the gun- 
boat being recommissioned at Hong Kong. The stately Hoogly, 
looking the beau ideal of a mail steamer, started in advance of 
the Dwarf, and dipped her ensign as she passed. Admiral 
Shadwell and his staff went down to Woosung in the Modeste, 
to rejoin the flagship, in pursuance of the arrangements we men- 
tioned last week ; and not a few of those who witnessed the 
departure of the vessel had come out to “speed the parting 
guest. 

At the meeting of the French Municipal Council of 27th Oct., 
a letter from the Consul-General was read, announcing that the 
French Minister had agreed to the request of the Council that 
the Chancellerie ofthe Consulate should cease to exact two per 
cent. on the Chinese contribution to the Municipal Budget. 
The Chairman was asked to thank the Consul-General for sup- 
porting the request.—The Chairman and Vice-Chairman were 
delegated to discuss, with two members of the English Council, 

matters relating to the interests which the two Administrations 
have in common.—The substitution of a system of numbering, 
adopted by both municipalities, for monthly cards for jinrick- 
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shas, was approved.—The Secretary was directed to reply, to a 
request by the English Council, that the Council was, as it had 
always been, in favour of the opening of a common dispensary, 
as soon as simultaneous action can be taken. Believing that it 
would be more economical to have but one establishment for all 
the Settlements, the Council also directed the Secretary to 
enquire if the place already built for that purpose is large 
enough for both Municipalities, and in that case, what share the 
French Council would have to bear in the expense already in- 
curred or to be incurred.—The Secretary, in informing the 
English Council of the arrival of an iron bridge, to replace No. 4 
wooden bridge on the Yangking-pang, was directed to advise 
them that the erection of the new ile would necessitate the 
reconstruction of the abutments on the north side of the 
creek. A report by the Commission charged with the 
consideration of the scheme for widening certain roads, and 
with determining the value of the ground which might be re- 
quired, was presented. The Commission agreed in the desira- 
bility of the scheme, and even extended the latitude it proposed 
to allow certain roads. The Council adopted the views of the 
Commission unreservedly, and publish a list of roads, with the 
width to be given to each. The Commission think it preferable 
that the matter of compensation for ground should be left to the 
Council and the proprietors. The Council requested the chair- 
man to convey its thanks to the members of the Commission for 
their friendly co-operation in the matter.—The Council refused 
two applications for tavern licenses, and thinking that these 
places are already too numerous will consider rather how their 
number may be reduced. 

The S. C. V. Autumn Prize Meeting for rifle shooting began 
on the 13th Nov., the events for the first day being the National 
Rifle Association’s Medal, and the Municipal Challenge Cup, 
which were respectively won by Private Glass, Mih-ho-loongs, 
and Private Carnie, No. 1 Company. On the following day 
Captain Tucker, No. 3 Company, won the Officers’ Cup ; Private 
Milsom, No. 1 Company, the Ladies’ Purse ; and Private Starkey, 
No. 3 Company, the Consulation Prize. The Mih ho-loong (‘hal- 
lenge Cup was won by Sergeant Dunman, of that company, and the 
Mih-ho-loongs have the honour of winning the companies’ match. 
The entries showed a falling off from last year, but there were stil! 
enough men, and among them the best shots of the Corps, to make 
good contests. It is a pity, however, that new men coming to 
the place do not offer as freely as might be expected to fill up the 
gaps, both in the ranks of the Corps and in its competitions, 
created by the retirement of old members, which is occasioned 
by the frequency of changes in Shanghai. But the number of 
men who shot at former meetings occasionally led to difficulty 
in getting through with the competitions in reasonable time ; and 
probably indifferent shots got tired of having an “7” placed 
after their names, and retiring early in the day, to make way 
for men better skilled or more fortunate than themselves. 

A singular case has been brought before the Mixed Court 
magistrate and Mr. Stronach. It 3B Viasat that a coolie and an- 
other native were stopped in the Nankin-road, near the Kiu- 
kiang-road, by two lidzn runners, the coolie carrying a covered 
cash-basket containing opium. Of course the usual dispute 
occurred, and a Mr. J. J. Aroozoo came up, demanded the release 
of the opium, as being his property, and told the runners to desist 
from their etforts to seize it. Two foreign gentlemen were passing 
at the moment, and upon their advice, as we are informed, the 
whole of the persons went to the Louza station, accompanied 
by a native constable. Mr. Aroozoo there accused the runners 
with having assaulted him, one of them having held his hands 
behind his back. When the case came on for hearing, the com- 

lainant supplemented his charge of assault by saying that the 

reast pocket of his coat had been torn and Tis. 15 in notes ab- 
stracted. He had mentioned nothing about his alleged loss at 
the police station on the previous evening, but he produced a 
note in Court to prove that he had on the same day received 
Tls. 15. The magistrate declined to enter into this statement, 
not crediting the inference that the runners had committed rob- 
bery. The charge of assault, on being investigated, was dis- 
missed. The complainant thereupon said he felt his life was in 
danger, and that in future he should carry arms to defend him- 
self. He was, however, advised by the Court not to do so, or he 
might run the risk of getting into serious trouble. 

The Shunpao reports an incident of popular feeling which 
occurred in the native city the other day, and which is note- 
worthy only because of the promptitude with which the Taoutai 
acted to anticipate any disturbance. The affair was trivial in 
itself, but there was just a tiny spark of trouble which with 
judicious and mischievous fanning might have flared up into a 
conflagration. The Shunpao gives the following particulars :— 

To the west of the Roman Catholic Church there is an asylum 
established by that religious body for the reception of the destitute 
aged and infirm—a very worthy and benevolent institution. The 
expenses are defrayed by the Church, and the people received into it 
must be either Roman Catholics themselves or be introduced by con- 
verts. On the evening of the 5th of this moon (the 3th Nov.) an old 
Nanking man, being very infirm and poor, got some people to carry 
him to the asylum. The doorkeeper, as he knew nothing of the man, 
refused to receive him, but the coolies who brought him carried him 
up to the doo an] winted t»> go away. The doorkeeper stopped them, 
however, and directed them to take him away again, and an altercation 
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ensued, which attracted passers by, who formed an increasing crowd’ | to start a steam ferry service between the city and Kowloong, for 


_Some of these said, since the asylum was for the benefit of 
the aged, an old man like the one who had been _ brought 
should be admitted—how could anyone have the heart to 
send him away! The doorkeeper’s rejoinders only added to 
the excitement, and the crowd seemed likely to express their feelings 
by physical force. The doorkeeper, therefore, thought it prudent to 
get inside and shut the door, upon which the crowd dispersed. A 
waiyuen attached to the police got information of the matter, however, 
and hurried to inform the Taoutai, who instructed the officer in charge 
of his bodyguard to proceed to the spot and prevent any disturbance, 
sending an intimation also to the head of the foreign drilled troops. 
When the guard arrived on the spot they found everything as usual. 
The coolies took the opportunity while the altercation occurred to run 
away and leave the old man, who was received into the asylum, in con- 
sideration of his age, his infirmity, and his helplessness. The Chehsien 
was absent on a visit to Soonkiong and Soochow, but hearing of the 
affair while at the former place, put off his visit to the latter and re- 
turned tu Shanghai. The authorities have made one arrest, and intend 
to have others of the mob caught and punished. 

-There has been another display of popular feeling against 
missionaries at Soochow, where last Sunday a crowd assembled, 
insulted a Chinese congregation, and assaulted the officiating 
missionary. Information having been sent to the district magis- 
trate’s yamen, he despatched half -a-dozen of his runners to the 
scene, and the crowd dispersed at their approach. The officials 
appear to be anxious to check disturbance ; but the literati, as 
usual, inflame the popular mind, by a revival of the old libels 
against missionaries. | 

A Soochow correspondent of the Shunpao, who has recently 
been travelling in the district “ north of the Yangtsze,” reports 
that the change of course of the Yellow River near its mouth, 
where it seems to have reverted to its old bed, has caused wide- 
pay inundation and distress. About twenty miles from Hai- 
chow, a place in the north of Kiangsu, near the coast, some thirty 
miles south from the border of Shantung, the country for several 
hundred 7: was one vast ocean, and the homesteads deserted. 
The inhabitants who remained on the higher grounds informed 
him that. the innndation had heen andden and severe, aud that 
they had to fly from the villages and hamlets. At Pe-show, a 
pe some fifty miles inland, but in about the same latitude, the 

coding had been still more disastrous, and the inhabitants were 
in a very destitute condition. 

We hear that there is now small probability of H.B.M. Mini- 
ster, Mr. Wade, paying a visit to Shanghai this winter, as it was 
some time ago expected he would do. The peaceful adjustment 
i Formosan difficulty has, we believe, led to this change of 


plan. 

A Chinese sailor has met his death by falling from the rail of 
the barque George Washington to the bottom of the Old Dock. 
No one saw him fall, but he was found lying on the floor of the 
dock, with his skull fractured, quite dead. Dr. McDougall was 
sent for, but his services were of no avail, The deceased’s friends 
removed the body for burial. 

The purchasers of the wreck of the Lucerne have had to com- 
plain of the pillaging propensities of the Chinese boat people, 
and efforts are being made to get the native authorities near the 
locality to interfere in favour of the rightful owners of the pro- 
perty. 

The brig St. Frangois has been placed in dock at Messrs. 
Boyd and Co.’s. Judging by her appearance and by the small 
patch over the point of contact with the Cuwdor Castle, her in- 
Juries are not so extensive as was at first supposed. 

During the passage of the P. and O. Mail steamer Geelon 
from Hong Kong to Shanghai in lat. 24.39 N. and long 118.44 
E., she fell in with a junk exhibiting signals of distress. A boat 
was lowered in charge of the second otlicer, Mr. Coleman, and 
Mr. Coates, pilot, who rescued eighteen men from the junk, 
which was then abandoned. The men were brought on to 
Shanghai. 

The C.M.S.N. Co.’s steamer Aden, which has just returned 
from a run to Amoy and Keelung, is likely to be handed over 
by her present owners to the Chinese Government, to be used as 
a despatch vessel, a purpose for which she is much better suited 
than she is for a cargo boat. 

In accordance with the instructions from the trustees to the 
estate of Messrs. Dent and Co., the “ Paoshan” property at 
Ningpo was put up to auction by Mr. F. A. Groom. The pro- 
perty consisted of ten mow of ground, a two-storied dwelling- 

ouse, two large godowns, offices, stabling, &c., walled into a height 
of sixteen feet. The river frontage extends to one hundred and 
ninety-five feet. There was a languid competition, and the pro- 
perty was knocked out at Tls. 5,600. 





HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 26th Nov. ; 


the French mail from London 9th October was received on the 
19th November. The following P. and O. mail of the 16th 
October, which was due on the 26th Nov., had been detained by 
an accident. The following items of news are from the China 
Mail :— 


_ Gambling houses are said to have vastly increased in number at 
Canton since the death of the late Viceroy. A movementis on foot 
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Europeans only.—The British ship Ménaduauo, which went down 
in the late typhoon, has been fluated.—-H.M.S. Chullenger arcived 
at Hong Kong on the 15th. H.M.S. /ron Duke, bearing the 
flag of Vice-Admiral Shadwell, arrived on the 25th.—Chang, the 
Chinese giant, has returned to Hong Kong.—Quingy is very preva- 
lent in the colony just now.—The dengue fever, which has exten- 
sively prevailed during the past three months, is disappearing. 
The Government Civil Hospital has been removed to the former 
Hotel d'Europe, Hollywood-road.—Mr. Carl von Bismark, 
H.1.G.M. Consul at Tientsin, and who acted as interpreter 





at the late audience with the Emperor, passed through 
Hong Kong on the 11th—The news of the death of 
Mr. E. C. Bowra has caused very general regret both 


here and at Canton.—A farewell diuner was given by the 
Volunteer fire brigade, on the 2)th to Mr. A. F. Chambers, 
their foreman—Twenty large shops were destroyed by fire at 
Macao on the 20th.—The transport Zidiz, bringing 240 Portu- 
guese troops for the garrison, arrived at Macao on the 21st.— 
During the discussion on the Estimates for 1575 in the Hong 
Kong Legislative Council, on the 13th, the non-official members 
refused to pass the Police vote, on the ¢round that no attention 
had been paid to the recent action of the Captain Superintendent 
of Police ; the vote was carried by an official majority.—A grant 
of $1,000]towards the republication by Dr. Eitel of Dr. Williams’s 
valuable “ Tonic Cantonese Dictionary” was agreed to nem. con. 
—Fresh measures are being taken to float the P. M. 8S. 8. Alaska. 
Mr. Roberts of Shanghai has contracted for the work for a sum, 
it is said, of $30,000. 

The following is from the Daily Press:—According to the 
latest news on the subject there is unfortunately some kind of 
hitch with reference to the telegraph which it was some time ago 
stated would be erected between Foochow and Amoy. The 
material was shipped from Hong Kony about a month ago, and 
at that time matters seemed in a fair way of progress. Unfor- 
tunately, however, in the meantime the question became dis- 
cussed at that tomb of all provressive measures, Peking, and it 
now seenis that the officials have withdrawn their co-operation 
from the scheme. According to the Foochow Herald of the 19th 
inst., the line is still being pushed forward, but it remains to be 
seen whether, without official protection. the work can be carried 
out, and considers that it is donbtful whether this can be done, 
and is certain that it will not to accomplished without considera- 
ble difficulty. With the kind of obstructiveness that has to be 
met with under such circumstances people in China are already 
familiar. Petty village risings accompanied by assaults on the 
foreigners engaged in the work, and damage to the work itself, 
are the form in which this kind of opposition usually arises, and 
when the Mandarins are opposed to any scheme of the kind these 
difficulties usually prove insurmountable. If, therefore, the 
local authorities at Foochow and Amoy are indisposed to afford 
any support to the project, it may be feared that it will 
not be possible to carry it out successfully. There are, on the 
other hand, some grounds which may vet lead to the hope that 
it will be accomplished. The (reat Northern Telegraph Com- 

y have been especially successful in overcoming local apposi- 
tion of this kind, and it may be hoped that they will be able to 
put the same tact successfully in force in the present instance. 
It is possible, too, that the Viceroy may not in reality be greatly 
opposed to allowing the work to proceed: The opposition comes 
from Peking, and it may be that the loval officials will be really 
in favour of the project, notwithstanding, and may give it their 
support secretly, though they cannot do so officially. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hong Kong, Nov. 26. 

However welcome the peaceful termination of the Chino- 
Japanese imbtoglio on the Formosa question may be to those 
who have at heart the preservation undisturbed of peace as 
security to commerce, yet there are individual mercantile tirms 
here in the Far East to whom the news of the success of OXubo's 
mission to Peking came like a most unwelcome thunder ela». 
It shattered fondly-cherished schemes of fortune. The aspe:t 
of affairs looked so threatening that the opinion of the majority 
was that war could not possibly be averted. Japauese and 
Chinese were buying up arms and ammunition recklessly and at 
extravagant prices. Some holders of old inuskets and cardines 
made great hits. Many firms, in the certainty of war bein de- 
clared, have issued large orders on their correspondents at home 
for lethal weapons and explosives. It is feared that they them- 
selves will be heavily hit. 

I see some mention, vague enough, in the home papers respect- 
ing a proposed loan by a Bank here to the Chinese Government. 
I am in a position to inform you on indisputable authority that 
such a loan isin train. The amount being nevotiated for is 
only two million of taels, or two thirds of a million sterling, and 
the probable lender is the Hone Kong and Shanghai Bank. 
Why a country of the immense resources of China should borrow 
so trumpery a sum may be a matter of as much conjecture as 
why she should need it. The fact is there, and is not astonishing 
to those who know the hopeless mess and mud He into which a 
Chinaman, whether a private individual or a statesman, is sure 
to get his financial affairs. 
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The incoming English mail will be six days late. This may 
not be the fault of any one in particular. Accidents may happen 
even in the well-regulated service of the P..and O. Company. 
But it is rather odd that the Bangalore should bave left Singa- 
pore at ten A.M. on Monday, the 23rd inst., and that in a case 
like this, when news of the mail was anxiously expected, the 

gents of the company in this place should have had no notice 
of it till the next day: 

We have a very creditable local Punch published in Hong 
Kong, called the China Punch. The last number is particularly 
heavy on both officials aud colonists. Some “ Ornithological 
Notes,” caricaturing several prominent persons, are complained 
of by the former as not sufficiently down upon the merchants, 
while these complain that they are too severely castigated, and 
the officials are let off light.

Austin, the Colonial Secretary, Grus Nebulosa Austinii (the 
blind stork), is so riled at his caricature that he has withdrawn 
his subscription to Punch, which proves either that the point of 
the joke is very sharp, or that Mr. Austin is not pachyderm- 
atous. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


Jaen 
SINGAPORE. 

Our advices extend to the 3rd December ; the French mail 
from London Oct. 23 arrived out on the 23rd November, and the 
following P. and O. mail of Oct. 30 was received on the Ist De- 
cember. The following summary of news is from the Strazts 
Times :— 

Though the native States have been comparatively peaceful 
since the able and successful negotiations of Sir Andrew Clarke 
and the initial inauguration of his new policy of active super- 
vision, it was to be expected that the restless and turbulent 
leaders who have so long kept the country in anarchy would at 
the outset make some etfort to return to the old state of things, 
which, though disastrous to the country, and paralysing its trade 
and the development of its resources, nevertheless yielded imme- 
diate profit to them. Such is at present the case in Sunghie Ujong, 
a district within a few miles of our own settlement of Malacca, 
deriving its revenues chiefly from its tin trade, carried on by 
capital from this colony: there a small chief has risen up in arms 
against his ruler, under circumstances which necessitated the 
prompt interference of this Government. The disturbance has 
arisen out of a quarrel between the Datu Klana, who is the 
chief of the country, and the Datu Bandar, the chief of the 
river only. The Datu Bandar has been joined by Rajah Mah- 
mood, a friend of the notorious Rajah Mahdie, and this leader 
inspired such a dread among the Datu Klana’s men that they all 
fled with the exception of some half-dozen Arabs. An officer 
(Police Superintendent Hayward) sent by our Government with 
a force of thirty to forty police, to make inquiries into the state 
of affairs, was, together with the Datu Klana and his half-dozen 
Arabs, closely besieged by Rajah Mahmood with a force of about 
200 Malays, at a point some sixteen miles from the nearest land- 
ing place. The expedition consists of fifty men of the 1-10th 
Regiment, twenty to twenty-five artillerymen with a field 
howitzer and ammunition, Captain Dunlop, with Inspector 
Richards and fifty police, and H.M. ships Charybdis and Hart, 
whence more men can be furnished if required. The steam-tug 
Pilot Fish was also chartered for the occasion. 

The proceedings of the expedition have been, so far as we can 
ascertain, as follows :—H.M.S. Charybdis, Hart, and the steamer 
Pilot Fish, anchored off Malacca on the forenoon of Nov. 25, 
when the Lieut.-Governor and Major Stammers of the 10th 
Regiment came afloat to receive his Excellency. At half-past 
two in the afternoon his Excellency the Governor, with Capt. 
Smith, of the Charybdis, Lieut.-Governor Shaw, and other 
officers, landed and proceeded to the Stadt House. Having 
then received full details of the proceedings up to this time, 
Capt. Dunlop, with fifty police, was despatched to occupy Lookut 
and secure the co-operation of Rajah Bot, the chief of that 
place. About this time intelligence was received from Lieute- 
nant Palmer, of the 10th Regiment, who had already started to 
Sunghie Ujong by way of Permatung Passir, that Mr. Pick- 
ering and the Klana’s forces were safe and had maintained 
their position against the attacks made upon them. The chief 
apxiety entertained up to this time was of course now set at 
rest ; but his Excellency still considering that, haying gone so 
far, an imposing demonstration of the resolve of the Straits Go- 
vernment to put down all anarchy and internecine disturbances 
in the Malay States with which it was connected, was not only 
advisable, but necessary for the future peace of the country, de- 
cided that the troops should proceed on to Sunghie Ujong as 
originally contemplated, The Charybdis and //art therefore 
started, about nine p.M., for the Lookut river, and anchored off 
its mouth about half-past seven next morning, where Rajah Bot 
was found, in every way friendly and ready to co-operate. At 
this point Captain Dunlop had already landed his police force. 
At noon, the disembarkation of the troops and forces commenced. 

The Governor, after the landing of the troops, proceeded in 
H.M.S. Hart to the Qualla Jugra, up which river he steamed in 
the Mata Mata as faras Langat, where the Sultan of Salangore’s 
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lace and stockades are situated. H.H. the Sultan expressed 
is deep distress that the Bandar’s conduct should have given 
any occasion for the intervention of the Straits Government, and 
after a long conference with H.E. the Governor, volunteered to 
send a.hundred men to Qualla Labu to keep the Bandar in 
check there, and further promised to give him noshelter in Langat, 
but should he make his appearance there, to render him up to the 
British authorities. We have not as yet had further intelligence, 
but we know that the troops landed at Lookut commenced their 
march to Sungie Ujong at daylight on the 27th Nov., in capital 
spirits. The day was a good marching day, overcast, with occa- 
sional apne showers, and it was expected they would accomplish 
the march, in all eighteen miles, by that evening. ‘There can be 
no doubt that, on arrival at Sungie Ujong, the presence of such 
a combined force will make a convincing impression upon the 
minds of our turbulent Malay neighbours that it is not the in- 
tention of this Government to deal with dissension among them 
by negotiation only. 

In consequence of the instructions of the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies when returning the Chinese Immigrants Ordi- 
nance, passed last year, for amendment, it is probable the Govern- 
ment will deem it necessary to bring in another Ordinance em- 
bodying the proposed alterations. In view of this, a petition is 
in course of signature against any legislation on the subject what- 
ever, as likely to operate prejudicially upon the labour market, 
while failing to benefit the coolies whose interests it is intended 
to protect. The petition states, with much truth, that as the 
evil complained of by the Chinese was that the coolies were kid- 
napped after arrival for service outside the colony, no restrictions — 
on their importation or landing would be effective to prevent 
their being finally deceived or stolen after their ultimate arrival 
on shore ; and urges the Government, instead of proceeding with 
the measure, to clirect its efforts towards the suppression of the 
Secret Societies, which were the declared cause of the grievance 
sought to be remedied by the original Ordinance. 

We are glad to learn that a postal convention has at last been 
concluded hetween this Government and that of Cochin China, 
whereby the rates of postage by private steamers will be six cents 
per half-ounce for letters, two cents per four ounces for news- 
papers, and six cents per four ounces for book or pattern packets. 

tters may be registered on payment of six cents extra. Pre- 
payment is not compulsory, but unpaid mail matter will be 
charged double postage on delivery, and a double fine will be 
imposed for deficient prepayment. The rates by French mail 
steamers will remain as at present. These rates take effect on 
and after the Ist of January. 

The news from Atchin is very meagre. The military com- 
mander has succeeded in taking an important position, but at 
last accounts the Atchinese were still showing a deteninead front 
contesting the ground inch by inch, while disease was constantly 
thinning out the ranks of the Dutch forces, and constant rein- 
forcements were necessary to keep the garrison up to the required 
strencth. Whether a third expedition will be despatched by 
the Netherlands Indian Government has not yet transpired, but 
unless this is done, it is evident that the subjugation of the 
Atchinese will not be accomplished, the present forces in and 
near the Kraton having apparently enough to do to maintain the 
security of their own position. 

The King of Siam has, we learn, written to the European and 
other Governments tending free hospitality to astronomers and 
scientific men who may visit Siam to witness the eclipse in 
April next, pees to defray all their expenses from the time of 
landing to their departure from the country out of his own 
private purse. This generous offer evinces his Majesty's anxiety 
to further the cause of science, and affords a proof of the rapid 
strides Siam is making in its advancement towards material 

rogress. 

On the 20th Nov. the officers and men of H.M.S. Charybdis 
gave a very successful entertainment at the Town-Hall in aid of 
the widows and orphans of the seamen and marines who lost 
their lives in the Ashantee war, and we understand realised some 
$300 over and above all expenses. This is, we believe, the frst 
entertainment instituted for this object; but now that the 
Charybdis has taken the initiative, it is probable the example 
will be followed in other parts, and a considerable sum collected 
by this means. 

The following report of the Committee of Administration of 
the Sarawak Government appears in the Sarawak Gazette of the 
16th Nov :— 

The despatches received from H.H. the Rajah were read and explained 
to the Datus. The Committee was informed by the president that — 
instructions had been sent to the Hon. J. B. Cruickshank to build 
a fort and establish a station at Kapit, atout 160 miles up the 
Rejang. Arrangements were made for placing the management of the 
Sadong mines in other hands. The Datus were informed that the pro- 
posed Penitentiary having met the Rajah’s approval, the building wil 
be erected on his Highness’s arrival from Europe. The s.s. /eartseas:, 
being considered beyond repair, is to be suld. | The boiler of the Ma‘ 
Sibu having arrived, the boat is to be got ready at once, and placed at 
the disposal of Dr. Robertson to assist him in his explorations at Lingza 
and Silantik. 

During a thunder storm two Malays from Tanjong Katonz 
were fishing about a mile from shore, when the boat was struc‘ 
by lightning. Only one of the men survives ; he is a good de! 
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scorched, and all he recollects is that he was struck by lightning 
and fell to the bottom of the boat. His comrade has not been 
heard of—but as a native craft, which had a mast shivered to 
atoms, was quite close to where the men were fishing, it seems a 
fair inference that the missing man was killed by lightning. 

A few days since Capt. Dunlop and Superintendent Maxwell, 
with a party of police, endeavoured to surprise a party of gam- 
blers at a house in Hong Kong-street, obtaining admittance 
through two houses some dvors away. A slight delay occurred 
in getting the doors of one of these houses open ; this atforded 
the inmates of the gambling-house, of whom there were many, 
an opportunity of escape, and only six of them were secured as 
prisoners, 

Soundings are being taken round the Islands of Mauritius 
and Reunion, for the purpose of fixing upon the most conve- 
nient landing-place for the electric cable between the Cape and 
Aden. This line will place Singapore in telegraphic communi- 
ction with those places.

IMPORTS. 


Haxkow.—The improved demand noticed in our last report had not 
Leen miuintained, and there was only a very small business to report. 
The enquiry had chiefly been confined to Grey Shirtings. 

SHaNGHAL—During the fortnight business had been on a very limited 
scale, and the market at the close showed no signs of any improve- 
ment. At the auctions a considerable decline had been established for 
Camlets, Spanish Stripes, and Long Ells. A large quantity of damaged 
American ])rills were also sold at auction, which had filled the dealers’ 
hands for the time. Cotton Goods.—Grey Shirtings : Only a limited 

business had been done. Common goods were ] cand. lower, but 
there was no change in better descriptions. T-Cloths were without 
change, but very little had been done. White Shirtings: Inferior 
goods luwer, while better sorts remained without alteration. Drills 
were also rather lower, and business in sound goods on a very small 
scale. Velvets: Hardly anything doing, but prices unchanged. Fancy 
“Cottons had been in small request, but showed no alteration. Wool- 
lens.—The demand had been limited, and prices in must cases showed 
i reduction. Camilets had been sold 5 to 6 mace lower, and Long Ells 
had declined about 2 mace. Spanish Stripes were without alteration, 
but business had been on a very small scale. 

FoocHow.—Import sales had been as follows :—T-Cloth : 7 Ib., 500 
pieces at $1.70 piece. Lead: Small sales at $3.25 tu $8.50 per picul 
ugainst tea. 

Hoxc Konc.—The arrivals during the interval, besides the mail 
steamer had been the s.8. Glaucus, Sylvia, Deucalion, Agamemnon, and 
ship Chinaman, bringing full supplies of manufactured goods for this 
market and the North. A small business had been done in Imports 
during the fortnight, without any improvement in prices. Importers 
were willing sellers of both goods and yarn, but the dealers showed great 
relutance to go into stock, and while supplies continued tocome forward 
on a large scale there is little hope of obtaining better prices. 

BaTavia.—During a greater part of the interval business in imports 
was almost entirely suspended, in consequence of the native new year 
holidays, and although these festivities were at an end little or no re- 
vival was apparent ; any transactions that had taken place had been 
confined principally to Dutch staples. 

Stncavore.—Messrs. Boustead’s Report says :—There has been very 
little animation in piece goods since our last. 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings 
have been placed to a moderate extent, while 6 lbs. and 7lbs. keep very 
dull. In T-cloths 6 lbs. have been in most request, but clearances on 
the whole have been small; 7 lbs. quiet and rather lower; 4 lbs. and 
5 lbs. are difficult of sale. 36 inch White Shirtings of all descriptions 
are quict at the close. 45 inch 15-16 White Cambrics have been dull 
aed prices rather weaker. Grey Yarn: The small enquiry for 40's 
has been supplied at quotations ; other counts dull. Coloured Yarns 
very dull and lower. Turkey Red Cambrics: Small transactions re- 
ported at ubout late rates. [ron is quiet, and prices are nominally as 
last quoted, though very weak ; lower rates are looked for. Yellow 
Metal meets with a moderate enquiry at about former pricea. Copper 
Sheathing is in no demand; there have been no late sales. Zinc 

‘Sheathing is neglected. There is a small enquiry for roll Zinc. Pig 
Lead continues dull and difficult of sale. Steel is still weak, and late 
prices are barely maintained. 

PENaNa.—There had been rather more enquiry for goods generally 
‘during the fortnight, but still, transactions in the aggregate had been 
very moderate ; prices were without improvement, and in one or two 
-instances lower rates had been acceded to in order to effect sales.

Kivxianc.—Arrivals had been small, and supplics were nearly ex- 
hausted.

SHanGHat.—Black : An unimportant business had been transacted 
since the departure of the last mail. Prices remain unchanged ; the 
stock had been reduced to a small compass ; supplies were drawing to 
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a close. Settlements for the fortnight, 3,550 chests ; re-shipments on 
owner's account, 700 chests ; stock; 2,000 chests. Green: A moderate 
demand had existed during the fortnight. Prices for fine Teas had been 
maintained, but medium and common chops showed a decline of T!s. 1 
to 2, The reported stock, although large, did not represent all of the 
Tea on the market, as many Teamen were not showing all their 
musters, There was every reason to suppose that the crop would be in 
excess of that of last season. The following were about the prices paid : 
—For Country Tea, Tls. 24 to 39 per picul ; Pingsuey, Tls. 22} to 33 
per picul ; settlements, 23,546 half-chests ; total stock, 96,900 half- 
chests. 

FoochHow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton, and Co.'s Weekly Letter says:— 
A considerable business fur the time of year has been passing, and 
settlements in Congon have amounted to upwards of 14,000 chests, 
which have been principally taken for the London market. But few 
desirable parcels now remain on offer, and for these teamen are very 
firm. Prices have ruled for all grades much as last quoted, and our 
market closes very quiet. The remaining stock consists of a more un- 
desirable selection, and arrivals from the country are nearly at an end. 
Souchong : Only one chop has found a buyer. Oolong: But tritling 
purchases have taken place. Flowery Pekoe and Scented Teas: No 
transactions, Settlements :—Congou: 12,250 chests, common to fla- 
voury, Js. to Is. 2hd.5 1,180 chests, common, §4d. to 11gd. 3 1,076 
chests, dust to leafy, 7d. to 04d.; Souchong: 102 chests, common, 
Is. lad. ; Oolong: 200 half-chests, good, 1s. 24d. The Export to 
Great Britain, the Continent of Euryupe. and the Cape of Gowi Hope 
amounts to 51,954,790 Ibs., against 40,639,996 Ibs. at the same time 
last year. To America, $04,675 Ibs., against, 2,259,781 lbs. To the 
Colonies, 11,161,355 Ibs., against 11,891,055 Ibs. last year. 

AMOY AND TaMstl.—Since the 9th Nov. about 15,000 half-chests of 
Oolouong had been bought at prices which, on the whole. showed no 
change. The receipts to date had been 192,800 half-chesta, and with 
the quantity yet to arrive from the country the seasun’s supply would 
be about 200,000 half-chests. The Joachim Christian had cleared for 
New York with a cargo of 462,955 lbs. Ooloong, and the Carnielite and 
Ida were expected for the same port. Advices from Tamsui extend to 
15th instant. Total settlements of Formosa Ooloong to date had Leen 
85,000 half-chests, against 57,000 half-chests at the same time last year, 
and the exports to the China cvast had been 2,795,000 Ibs. 

Canton.—Measrs. Deacon and Co.'s Report says :—Considering the 
low description of Tea on offer a fair business was transacted early in 
the fortnight, at very full prices, in fact, in many instances, quite 
Tls. 4 have been paid over last London rates by telegram ; of Jate, how- 
ever, there has not been much doing, but former high rates have been 
maintained. Canton District Congeou : Only one small parcel has been 
sold at Tls. 17. At Macao large contracts are said to have been made 
at about former prices. Scented Teas: Musters of Capers now on 
offer, show that the season is closing fast. Teamen are very firm, but * 
have reason to be so, as they obtain nearly in all instances what they 
ask. Of Orange Pekoes about 1,800 boxes have been taken for either 
the Australian or Continental markets, the remaining settlements are 
for England. The following is a summary of the fortnight’s business :— 
Canton District Congou, 700 boxes, at Tls. 17 per picul; Scented 
Orange VPekoe, 3,000 boxes, at Tls. 15 to Tls. 27 per picul ; Scented 
Caper, 6,500 boxes, at Tls. 17 to Tls. 24 per picul ; Imperial, 50.) boxes, 
at Tls. 18 per picul. 


SILK. 

SHaANGHAI.—The sudden collapse on the London market hal caused 
an unusually quiet state of business, and since the departure of the last 
English mail the settlements had scarcely reached 400 bales. Of these 
about 150 bales had been taken for America, comprising exclusively 
Re-reeled Tsatlees and Hainings, while for Europe the purchases had 
been restricted to Yellow Silks at Tls. 185 to 255, and common Lae- 
yongs at Tls. 210, besides some small lots of Tsatlee and other sorts, 
said to be on native or joint account. The Chinese had shown much 
pertinacity in maintaining prices, and only in a few instances was any 
willingness to grant even a trifling concession displayed ; and, in the 
absence of any important transactions, quotations remained nominally 
unchanged. Settlements for the past fortnight—Chinas, 400 bales. 
Total settlements since lst June, 53,900 bales; against 1873-74, 41,500 
bales ; 1872-73, 43,200 bales. Comparative unsold stock 1874, 183,500 
bales ; 1873, 7,000 bales ; 1872, 4,509 bales. 

Canton.—Messrs. Deacon and Co. report that there are no symptoms of 
lower rates obtaining, and holders seem apathetic about quitting stocks. 
Transactions have been on a 1noderate scale; settlements for the fort- 


night are 380 bales, 240 of which were purchased previous to departure 


of lazt French mail. There is now little doubt that the season's export 
will be a short one ; probably under 8,000 bales. Loong-kongs: Only 
fine sorts are enquired for, and of these there is scant supply. Long- 
reels : Paraees have taken 150 piculs for the Bombay market. Re-reels 
have been in limited request, settlements about 300 boxes. Waste : 
200 to 300 bales of No. 2 quality are said to have changed hands. 
Stock is estimated at 700 bales Tsatlee, 150 bales Loong-kong, 150 
bales Cumchuck and Lacklow, 100 bales Kow-kong and about 400 bales 
of inferior kinds.

CHINESE GOVERNMENT LOAN. 

Hone Kone, Dec. 30.—The Chinese Government has contracted a 
loan of £627,675, bearing 8 per cent. interest. The loan will be issued 
at 95 per cent. through the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, under 
Imperial authority, and secured by the customs revenues. £300,000 of 
the loan are to be placed in China at the exchange of 4s. 14d. per 
dollar. The subscription list will close on the 16th proximo. 


THE ATCHIN WAR. 

THe Hacur, Dec. 31.—The Government has received a despatch 
from Atchin, dated 25th instant, announcing that the Dutch squadron 
would probably leave at the end of the month for the west coast of the 
recalcitrant states. The natives are preparing for a vigorous resistance. 


THE SALE OF A DANISH IRONCLAD TO CHINA. 

The Finance Committee at Copenhagen having demanded to see the 
contract and all documents relating to the sale of ironclads belonging 
to Denmark, the Guvernment produced the same. The contract shows 
that the sale was effected by Baring Brothers direct, acting under a 
leading counsel’s advice. At the demand of the Committee the Go- 
vernment will instantly commence a suit, claiming £180,000 as the 
balance of the proceeds of sale. 


RUSSIA AND KASHGAR. 

St. Peterssurc, Dec. 27.—Yakoob Khan of Kashgar has paid the 
compensation demanded for his interfering with the mercantile opera- 
tions of a Russian caravan last year. Yakoob, in return for the Sultan’s 
recognising him us Khan, is coining silver money with the name and 
insignia of Abd-ul-Aziz, as though he were a vassal and tributary of 
the Porte.

THE FORMOSA TREATY. 

The Prince of Kung, Wen Seang, Paoyun, Mao Ts'anghe, Tung Seun, 
Shenk kwei fun, Tsunglun, Tsunghow, Chenglin, Hsia Kiakao, impe- 
rially appointed Commissioners for Foreign Affairs of the Tatsing Em- 
pire, &c. ; and Okubo, Minister Plenipotentiary of the Japanese Empire, 
&c., hereby execute this instrument in proof of their having agreed 
upon certain articles by which each party binds itself to carry out cer- 
tain measures. 

Whereas in all cases where the subjects of a country need protection 
from harm it is for that country to adupt its own measures for affording 
such protection in an effective manner, and where any occurrence tikes 
place in any country it devolves upon that country to deal with the 
matter. Now, as regards the cruel wrongs done to subjects of Japan 
by the savages of Formosa, wrongs which Japan at firat thought to hold 
the perpetrators responsible for, and consequently sent an army to call 
the suid savazes to account, but having now come to an arrangement 
with China to withdraw this army and to adopt measures for future 
advantage, therefure the following Articles have been mutually agreed 
upon :— 

“1. The action taken by Japan having had for its object the righteous 
purpose of protecting her own subjects, China undertakes to refrain 
from pronouncing it irregular. 

“2. China undertakes to pay an indemnity to the families of the 
persons who were wronged on the occasion referred to, and she professes 
herself willing to retain for her own use the roads and houses which 
Japan has constructed in the locality indicated, binding herself in the 
first instance to pay a certain sum for the same as per separate article 
agreed upon. 

“3. All the correspondence which has passed between the two 
countries in reference to this matter will be retracted severally by each 
and cancelled, never again to be referred to. China must, as a matter 
of course, take measures for the effective control of the savages in the 
said locality, so that they may uever again prove a source of danger to 
seafaring tuen.” 

CONVENTION, 

“The Prince of Kung, and seven others, as before named, Imperially 
appointed Commissioners, &e., and Okubo, Minister Plenipotentiary, 
&c., have agreed upon the following Convention :— 

“The Formosan question having been satisfactorily arranged by TL. 
E. Wade, of England, in consultation with the representatives of the 
two countnes, and an instrument embodying the course of proceeding 
having this day been executed, China consents as a preliminary men- 
sure to indemnify the families of the wronged Japanese to the extent. 
of 100,000 taels. China also consents to take over for her own use the 
roads and buildings construeted by the Japanese upon their evacuation 
of the territury, and to pay for these the sum of 400,000 taels.

mony taken can be obtained. The statement of the committee in 
regard to the examination is that Mr. Irwin is in a very weak condition, 
aud that he cannot be kept on the stand for more than an hour or two 
autatime. They think the ends of truth and justice will be best served 
by withholding his testimony from publication till he has said all he 
has to say. They assert that Irwin has answered very frankly and can- 
didly all the questions of the committee, thus far. So far as can be 
learned, it seeins that he has not yet directly implicated any member of 
Congress in corrupt negotiations for the passage of the subsidy. It is 
believed that clues have been given which will enable the committee to, 
learn from other witness’s important facts concerning the transactions. 
Subprenas have been sent to New York for other witnesses, who are ex 
pected to arrive ina day or two. As soon as the object of the com” 
mittee in keeping the testimony secret has been attained it will be 
given in full tu the press. It is certain that, however important or un- 
important Irwin’s testimony has been up to this time, it is all exceed- 
ingly interesting, and will prove a valuable contribution to the solution 
vf the Pacific Mail mystery. <A large number of witnesses are in at- 
tendance, who will be examined as svon as the committee is through 
with Irwin. The rumours are constantly renewed in regard to the 
names of certain Congress men, but they are not based upon disclosures 
of new facts. It may be said in this connection that the amount which 
it is reported Mr. Parsons received as his share in the business was 
$9,000. As Mr. Parsons had no delicacy about stating that he received 
a sum of money, he probably has no wish to conceal the amount of it ; 
but whether he has or not, the committee will inquire of him specially 
about it, and he is likely to be the next witness after Mr. Irwin has con- 
cluded. The rival interests which are operating to defeat the renewal 
of the Pacific Mail subsidy are very great. 





CHINESE Exicratron.-—_In Congress ot Washingten, Mr. Hager, of 
California, submitted a resolution providing that so much of the annual 
Message of the President as relates to Chinese immigration be referred 
to the Committee on Foreign Relations for report by Bill or otherwise, 
to remedy the evils to which the President calls the attention of Con- 
gress. Also, referring to that committee the resolutions of the Califor- 
nia Legislature on the same subject ; and the resolution presented by 
hina last session instructing the Committee on Foreign Relations to in- 
quire into the expediency of preventing the importation of Chinese 
women for Immoral purposes, and suppressing the coolie trade. Agreed 
tv. Representative Page, of California, was heard by the House Com- 
mittee on Forcign Relations in an argument to show the necessity of 
action by the Federal Government to prevent the importation of coolies 
under servile labour contracts, and Chinese women for immoral pur- 
poses, Mr. Page proved the unanimity of public sentiment in Califor- 
nia on this subject by reading from the platforms of both political 
parties Governor Booth’s last message, resolutions of the Legislature, 
monster petitions; and other documents. The fact of the existence of 
the evils complained of was exhibited also by affidavits of missionaries 
resident in San Francisco, and the necessity for Federal action set forth 
by quoting a decision of the United States Circuit Court, holding the 
State law passed to correct these evils to be in conflict with the Bur- 
lingame treaty and the Constitution of the United States. Mr. Page 
also showed that the provisions of the treaty requiring both nations to 
enact laws against the compulsory introduction of Chinese subjects into 
the United States hed never been properly complied with by thiscountry, 
and not at all by China ; and that no steps whatever had been taken by 
Congress to prevent the importation of Chinese women as slaves for 
prostitution. Congressman Luttrell, of California, was present, and 
corroborvted his colleague’s statement. He read a letter from the 
Japanese Consul in San Francisco indorsing this movement, and also 
briefly addressed the committee, urging the necessity for prompt action. 
The members of the committee expressed themselves fully impressed 
with the magnitude of the evils described, and gave the California Re- 
presentatives assurances that action on the subject should be promptly 
taken. 

ENGLISH MaIL PACKETS AND THE WEATHER.—The following is an ex- 
tract from a letter written by a commander of a mail packet on a foreign 
station to his brother, and forwarded by him to The Times as an ex- 
ample of what is required of the sailors of the present day :—“I have 
had nothing but gales of wind right ahead the whole of the voyage, 
and being on the new contract, they allow me only seven days to run 
1,630 miles. I was seven days at one P.M. tc-day, and have still 240 
miles to go. If I can get in before three p.:1. to-morrow the ship is only 
fined £100, if after three p.m., £200; and £100 for every twelve hours 
after that. There is no allowance made for bad weather. On the 30th 
T ran only ninety miles; the old ship was quite buried, driving full 
speed in the teeth of a gale, making four and a half knots per log, and 
one and a half actual speed per hour. I have had to beat her over 
under sail, the wind never allowing her to lay her course. It is too hard 
on the poor old ship; and, to make matters worse, they give us coals 
which will not burn ; but she has behaved very well, and I still hope 
to be in before the £200 fine, if the sea will only go down a little, or I 
get a slant with the sails. I have been wishing I could have the Post- 
master-General on our forecastle all this trip ; he would be a fit com- 
panion for Lot’s wife by this time, and the next time he made a con- 
tract would, perhaps, allow a little for head winds and bad weather.— 
P.S. I just saved the £100 fine by about half an hour, which was close 
work. I had to come round the corners very close to save my distance, 
we had such a strong head wind.” 

THE Daily News and the Examiner have been engaged in a conflict 
on the subject of the Lindau family, in the course of which one of 
the three brothers—owing to an unlucky stroke on the part of the 
Ezxaminer—seems to have been killed. There were certainly three of 
them some little time ago, all more or less known to fame—namely, 
Paul Lindau, author of several dramas, of ‘“ Moliére in Deutschland,” 
and other critical productions ; Rudolph Lindau, author of a collection 

of novels and tales and of a series of letters written from the head- 
quarters of the Prussian guard corps during the late war ; and Richard 
Lindau, who, after the murder of Capt. Schmidt, was sent as consul to 
Bayonne with instructions to draw up a report on the measures taken 
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by the French Government for guarding the Franco-Spanish frontier. 
The Examiner cannot help accepting Paul Lindau, to whose literary 
merits it readily bears witness. But it declines to allow him more than 
one brother. Whether it is Rudolph Lindau or Richard Lindau whose 
existence the Framiner is unwilling to recognise does not appear. But, 
as a matter of fact, Richard Lindau holds the post of German Consul 
at Bayonne, and Rudolph Lindau the post of Attaché to the German 
Embassy at Paris. 

THE Economist, remarking upon the subject of the Chinese Loan, 
says :—The moderation of the amount of the proposed loan is no 
doubt an element in favour of China, but whatever the amount, 
the points to be kept in mind by investors are that China is 
practically an unknown country undergoing a tedious political and so- 
cial revolution in consequence of its enforced contact with Western 
Powers, and that it is quite uncertain whether such a country can 
possess that kind of political stability which is essential to financial 
good faith. Lending to China may be a good enough speculation for 
those who know something about it and can afford to take the risk, but 
the case is one where much knowledge is required and should be used, 
and where the risk, judging by the rate of interest, will presumably be 
appreciable. It is greatly to be feared, however, that China, like Japan 
and other new borrowers of recent years will be demoralised by the 
cordiality of its welcome to the money markets of the West, and will 
be tempted to exceed the proper limits of indebtedness, even if it 
should now be keeping within them. Yet why should China be able to 
borrow a sixpence without first producing its accounts of revenue and 
expenditure ! 

A PASSENGER by the Sumatra, from Brindisi for Alexandria, warns 
travellers to and from India and China ria Brindisi against the frequent 
robberies of luggage which take place between Naples and Brin«isi. 
“ My portmanteau (a good strong leather one, with a good lock) was,” 
he says, ‘‘ opened, and a small box containing jewellery to the value of 
between £50 and £60 taken out. It must have been done in the luy- 
gage van, as the only time it was changed was at Foggia, where it stood 
for more than an hour, but in the middle of the platform, where it 
could not be tampered with unseen. The lock was not broken. A 
fellow passenger by the Sumatra was alsv robbed in a similar manner 
on another of the Italian railways.” 

In addition to the changes announced in another column, Mr. Rh. P. 
Forshaw has established hiimself as a tea broker, at 32, Rood-lane. Mr. 
E. R. Cock, of the late firm of Cock, Gabriel, and Co., 9, Fenchurch- 
street, has taken into partnership Mr. Septimus Maitland aud Mr. 
James Maitland, both late of Shanghai. The business will in future 
be conducted under the style of Cock, Gabriel, and Maitland. 

A JAPANESE gentleman, twenty-four years of age, said to be the son 
of the Mikado’s principal physician, has just taken his degree us a 
Doctor of Medicine at the University of Berlin. The Japanese doctor 
is now preparing for practical experience in Austria, Italy, and France, 
after which he intends to visit England. 

THE small planets discovered by Palisa at Pola, near Trieste, on 
March 18, April 21, and October 13, last year, have received thr: 
names Austria, Melibova, and Siwa, respectively. The only one still in 
want of a name is that discovered by Professur Watson, in China, on 
October 10. ‘ 

Tur Nederland Company’s royal mail steam-ship Prins Hendrik, 
Captain Braat, which left Southampton on the 15th ult. for Batavia, 
reached Port Said on the forenoon of the 26th inst. This is, we 
believe, an unprecedented passage, representing an average speed of 11 
knots. 

On the 29th Dec. Messrs. Caird and Co., of Greenock, launched « 
new screw steamer, the Salak; she is built for the Netherlands J1udia 
Steamship Company, is 1,097 tons gross, and measures 255 feet on the 
main deck, 30 feet in width, and 18 feet 6 inches in depth (moulded. 
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We hear that it is intended to transfer the 28th Regiment, now 
serving at Malta, to Hong Kong. 








Colonel T. W. Milward, C. B., Royal Artillery, aide-de-camp to the 
Queen, and superintendent of the Royal Laboratories, Woolwich 
Arsenal, died on the 3]st ult. Colonel Milward was an officer of great 
scientific attainments, and his career in the army, thus prematurely 
closed, has been brilliant and remarkable. In 1246-7 he was actively 
engaged in the China campaign, being present at Sinho, Tangku, and 
the capture of the Taku Forts. While in China he was appointed 
deputy assistant-quartermaster-general when the ill-fated Captain 
Brabazon was taken prisoner by the enemy, and at the close of the 
campaign received, with his medal andiclasps, the brevet rank of major. 
He was brigade-major at Woolwich from 1861 to 1864. He was en- 
gaged in the Russian war, being in the Crimea at the siege of Sebas- 
topol, for which he has the medal and clasp besides the Turkish medal. 
He was made assistant director of ordnance in 1864, and in 1863 was 
appointed to command the mounted steel gun batteries of artillery em- 
ployed in the memorable Abyssinian Expedition, and was present at 
the capture of Magdala. It was on the retirement of Colonel Boxer, 
in 1870, that Colonel Milward was appvinted superintendent of the 
Royal Laboratories, and the works have been largely developed and im- 
proved under his hands. 


THE HEALTH OF THE ARMY IN CHINA. 

The annual report on the Health of the Army in China has 
just been published. During the greater part of 1872 (the vear 
to which the report relates) the first battalion of the 10th Negi- 
ment was serving at Hong Kong ; and on leaving for Singapore 
(where it is at the present time stationed) it was relieved by 
the 80th regiment, which has since remained in China. A battery 
of the Royal Artillery, detachments of the Royal Engineers, and 
the Army Hospital Corps, and the Garrison Staff, made up an 
average strength of 769. 
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The admissions to hospital were 1,463, and the deaths, including that 
of an invalid at sea, on the voyage home, were fifteen. The ratios for 
both were much in excess of those for the preceding year, but below 
the average for the past ten years. General diseases are nearly twice 
as prevalent as in 1871. Among them were four cases of enteric fever, 
—two in the Royal Artillery and two in the 10th Regiment, and one 
in each corps proved fatal. Paroxysmal fevers were much more 
prevalent than during the preceding year, and many of the men were 
much prostrated and debilitated by repeated attacks of malarious 
fever. <A large proportion of the cases were in the 10th Regiment, and 
chiefly in the left wing, which arrived from Singapore on the 28th of 
March. The surgeon attributes many of the attacks to the much 
greater coldness of the climate of Hong Kong at that season. The 
change of climate, however, did not affect the men of the Artillery, 
which arrived at the same time, to anything like the same extent; and 
it appears that the men of the 10th Regiment who were quartered in 
the Victoria Barracks suffered to a much greater extent than those who 
were quartered in the Murray and Wellington Barracks. Rheumatism 
was nearly three times as prevalent as in 1871 ; but there was a re- 
duction of no less than 22 per 1,000 in the number of admissions for 
those diseases against which the Contagious Diseases Acts are directed. 
Diseases of the nervous system were below the average, but three 
deaths were caused by them. Diseases of the circulatory and respira- 
tory systems were greatly above the average ; and those of the diges- 
tive system caused more admissions than any other order except the 
febrile group of general diseases. The admissions for debility were 
more than four times the average ; most occurred in the 10th Regi- 
ment, and they are attributed by the surgeon to the prevalence of 
malarious disease. There were sixteen admissions for delirium 
tremens, and one for alcoholic poisoning, but this high ratio was due to 
the repeated admissions of a comparatively small number of men. 
Accidental injuries were more numerous than in the preceding year, 
but none were fatal. Two cases of homicide occurred in the 10th 
Regiment. One man while on guard was shot by a sentry of his own 
regiment, and another was killed by a blow received in a fight. There 
were no deaths by suicide and no admissions for self-inflicted injuries. 

The average strength of the Asiatic troops stationed at Hong Kong 
was 354. The admissions to hospital were 278, and the deaths six, 
the ratio of the former being not much more than half, but the latter 
more than double, the ratio for 1871. During the year there was an 
out-break of small-pox among the 13th Madras Native Infantry (who 
were then serving in China). Twenty-five cases were admitted to 
hospital. The regiment was sent to Kowloon, and placed under canvas, 
the sick being isolated by being sent to the gaol on Stonecutter’s Island, 
which was given up temporarily as a hospital. While in camp the 
whole of the men were re-vaccinated. The disease did nut spread 
further, and there were no deaths from it. Deputy-Inspector-General 
Crocker, referring to the prevalence of intermittent fever in the garri- 
aon, says :— 

“Although there are no swamps on the island, the soil of Hong 
Kong favours the generation of the malarious poison, which is productive 
of intermittent fever, as it is composed of disintegrated granite, and is 
very retentive of moisture. Nearly all the cases of intermittent oc- 














curred in the 10th Regiment, and the detachment of that corps, which. 


arrived from Singapore just as the rainy season commenced, suffered 
greatly from the disease. It is worthy of remark how large a proportion 
of the cases came from the upper block of the Victoria Barracks, 
which have been the last built, and are nearest to the mountain which 
rises abruptly behind. In the upper block not a single family escaped, 
and several children died from diarrhoea and debility consequent there- 
on. Thesame thing was observed in the east block, married quarters, 
which was formerly the native hospital, but has been converted into 
very convenient quarters for married people by brick partitions, and 
the walls were not thoroughly dry. Here also every family suffered. 
This is entirely in accordance with what is the common observation of 
medical practitioners in the colony, that newly-built houses are for a 
long time unhealthy. At a later period of the year both these build- 
ings were for a time vacated, on my recommendation, as so many of 
the inhabitants were suffering from eularged spleens, and a general 
debilitated state of health, the result of repeated attacks of ague. But 
although this disease was such a fertile source of sickness, it did not 
cause a single death amongst the men.” 

Referring to the cases of typhoid fever, the Deputy-Inspector-Ge- 
neral says :—“ The first instance of this disease appeared in an artil- 
Jeryman from the North Barracks, and endeavours were made to trace 
out its origin, but at the time without any satisfactory result. The 
water, from a well in the barracks which was occasionally used for 
drinking, was suspected, and carefully examined, but was found to 
contain hardly a trace of organic matter, though it held in solution a 
large quantity of chloride, owing, 1 presume, to its proximity to the 
sea, As a precautionary measure, however, the pump was locked up. 
A few weeks afterwards, when some alterations were being effected in 
the barrack yard, the drain for carrying off the waste water from the 
pump was laid open, and founc to be completely choked up through- 
vut its whole extent ; the night-coolies, moreover, after emptying the 
soil-pans, were frequently in the habit of washing them out at the 
pump, and throwing the refuse water on the ground. This, therefore. 
had soaked into the well and vitiated the supply, and hence, no doubt, 
the cause of typhoid fever.” 


THE HEALTH OF THE grat IN THE STRAITS SETTLE- 
ENTS. 

From the annual reports on the health of the army it appears that 
the average strength of the troops serving in. the Straits Settlements 
in 1872 (the 10th and 80th Regiments, and two batteries of Royal 
Artillery) was 708. The admissions to hospital were 1,611, and the 
deaths twenty. Both were in excess of 1871. 

There was a great increase in the prevalence of diseases of the febrile 
group. One case of small-pox occurred in the detachment of the 80th 
Regiment at Malacca. Continued fevers were much above the average 
in the detachment at Penang. Their prevalence and fatality were 
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‘ station, captured three slave-dhows. 
balance remaining for distribution was £553 7s. 9d., £182 128. 6d. was 
‘ distributed during the year following, leaving a balance of £870 15s. 3d. 
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attributed by the medical officer in charge to the unsuitable nature of 
the accommodation provided for the men, which consisted of the «ld 
Sepoy lines hastily adapted for their new purpose, and deficien: in 
many sanitary requirements, and to the youth and short foreign ser- 
vice of the men, and their ignorance of the precautions necessary for 
the preservation of their health in a tropical climate. At the other 
stations there was no undue prevalence of these diseases and no mor- 
tality from them. 

There were a large number of cases of ague. The diseases against 
which the Contagious Diseases Acts are directed were considerably less 
prevalent than during the preceding year. Diseases of the nervous 
system were four times as prevalent as in 1871, but those of the diges- 
tive system were considerably reduced. Diseases of the skin greatiy 
increased, the excess being chiefly in the 80th Regiment. The pre- 
valence of pemphigus was attributed by the regimental surgeon to 
the excessive heat of the weather on the arrival of the regiment, and 
the irritation produced by the serge clothing, which the men had to 
wear for six weeks after their arrival in consequence of their white 
clothing not being ready. The admissions for accidental injuries 
were more numerous than during the preceding year, but considerably 
below the average. Two men of the 10th Regiment were drowned 
while bathing in a tank at Singapore, having, in diving, become fixed 
in the tenacious mud which formed its bottom. There were no deaths 
by suicide, and no admissions for self-inflicted injuries. The 19th Regi- 
ment, Madras Native Infantry, which at the termination of the pre- 
vious year was distributed between Singapore, Penang, and Malacca, 
continued to occupy those stations during the first four months of 
1872, but on the 12th May it returned to India without having been 
relieved, and from that date the Straits Settlements were with:ut 
Asiatic troops. The strength of the 19th Regiment, reduced to the 
average for the year, was 222; the admissions into hospital were 358 ; 
and the deaths were six. The admissions were considerably below, but 
the deaths considerably above, the average. 

Surgeon-major Reade presents an elaborate report on the sanitary 
condition of the station. The unusual prevalence of ague in the $vUth 
Regiment at Singapore, he states, was attributed by the medical officer 
to the rank vegetation, jungle, and low marshy ground by which the 
barracks were surrounded, and also to the youth and unacclimatised 
constitution of the men, many of whum were mere lads. The fever 
at Penang was chiefly owing to the general insalubrity of the secson, 
the unhealthy site and bad construction of the barracks, the ins:fk- 
cient elevation of the floors above ground, and the very imperfect 
drainage. Details of the barrack accommodation, alterations in bar- 
racks, the water supply, the hospitals, &c., are given. The means of 
recreation at the disposal of the soldiers comprised libraries, reading 
rooms (fairly furnished with payers and periodicals), the usual gamez,— 
bagatelle, backgammon, chess, &c., and cricket, skittles, quoits, fives, 
&c., and occasional theatrical performances, all much appreciated. The 
construction of a fives court and the provision of swings, parallel bars, 
&c., had been recommended by the medical officer, Penang. 

During the year fifty-three men of the European force were sent as 
invalids from this command to England, and twenty-five were dis- 
charged the service at Netley. The rativs both of invalids sent to Ens- 
land and of those finally discharged the service were considerit.jy 
below the average. Constitutional affections and diseases of the di:cs- 
tive system furnished more than half of the invalids; and of those 
discharged the service constitutional affections and diseases of the cir- 
culatory and digestive systems collectively furnished rather more than 
two-thirds. There was no invaliding from the Asiatic troops. 

The average number constantly sick during the year was 41°30 in the 
European force in China, and 46°39 in that in the Straits Settlements ; 
14°45 in the Asiatic force in China, and 10°29 in that in the Straits 
Settlements. Compared with 1871, this shows a reduction in the Euro- 
pean force in China, but an increase in that at the Straits Settlementy. 
There was a reduction in the sickness of the Asiatic troops in China. 
Compared with the average of the past eight years, the reduction of 
sickness in both the European and the native force in China was very 
considerable. a 


-NAVAL PRIZE MONEY. 

- From the annual return just published, it appears‘that the balance 
of the amount voted by Parliament to the naval forces employed on the 
China station between the Ist of October, 1856, and the 28th of June, 
1858 (thirty days’ additional pay), remaining on the Ist April, 1873, 
was £5,895 9s. 2d. ; and during the year following £2 153. was distri- 
buted and paid. The balance of the net proceeds of junks captured by 
Her Majesty’s ships, for breach of blockade of the Canton River, be- 
tween the 29th August and the 19th of December, 1857, remaining on 
the Ist April, 1873, was £1,225 14s. 1d. ; and the amount distributed 
and paid during the year following was 7s. 7d. The balance of the por - 
tion of booty captured at Canton ly the naval and military forces on 
the 28th and 29th of December, 1857, awarded to the naval squadron, 
remaining on the Ist April, 1873, was £1,172 12s. Sd. ; and the amount 
distributed and paid out during the year following was £1 16s. 1d. 
The balances, therefore, on the lst of April last were as under :— 
Booty captured in China, £1,170 16s. 7d.; grant for special 
service on the China station, £5,892 14s. 2d.; captures for 
breach of blockade of tke Canton River, £1,225 68. 6d.— 
On the 12th of May, 1868, the Argus captured a slave-dhow on the 
China station. The balance of prize money remaining on the lst of 
April, 1873, for distribution was £33 14s. 3d.; £4 1s. 9d. was distri- 
buted during the following year, which left a balance on the Ist of 
April last of £29 128.

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The Life and Works of Mencius. With Essays and Notes. By 
James Leacr, D.D., LL.D. London: Triibner and Co. 
1875. 

Dr. Legge’s efforts to render the Chinese classics fully avail- 
able to English readers, and to place before them, in an intelli- 

ible form, the opinions of the great philosophical writers of 

China, together with such accounts of their lives and doings as 
have survived to our times, are deserving of the highest praise 
and commendation, and it is a matter for deep regret that he 
should have cause to complain, in connection with this matter, 
of an unjust aspersion on the part of Dr. Johann Heinrich 
Plath, of Miinich, in his Confucius und Seiner Schiiler Leben 
wind Lehren. We must charitably suppose that Dr. Plath did 
not understand the English lancuage sufficiently well to enable 
him to comprehend the full meaning of the title-page of the 
tirst volume of this series,—7Zhe Life and Teachings of Con- 
fucius,—or he would never have ventured to call it “a delusion 
practised on the public,’—an accusation at which Dr. Legge is 
naturally and justly indignant. Anyone who has the slightest 
personal acquaintance with China, or who is at all familiar with 
the work which has been done in recent years by students of the 
literature of that country, will know full well that Dr. Legge’s 
hame is a sufficient guarantee that a task like the present, for 
the due execution of which so few scholars are equally quali- 
fied, will, when undertaken by him, be well and honestly per- 
formed. 

In the volume before us the Prolegomena occupies a very im- 
portant place, and the vast fund of information contained 
therein i3 classified under the three following headings :—Chap- 
ter I “ Of the Works of Mencius,” includes essays on their re- 
cognition under the Han dynasty and before it, on the labours 
of Chaou Ke and other commentators, and on their integrity, 
authorship, and reception among the classical books. Chapter IT. 
treats of the life of Mencius and his influence and opinions, and 
in an appendix to it Dr. Levve gives the essays of two distin- 
guished Chinese scholars on the subject of Human Nature, the 
one of which, he says, is in direct opposition to Mencius’ doc- 
trine, while, according to the other, the doctrine is insufficient 
to explain the phenomena. Chapter III. is devoted to the opi- 
nions of Yang Choo and Mih ‘leih, of whose teachings Mencius 
himself said, “ I am alarmed by these things, and address myself 
to the defence of the doctrine of the former sages, and to oppose 
Yang and Mih,” whose respective principles are concisely stated 
as “ Each for himself,” and “ To love all equally,” the latter 
being set forth in an essay on Universal Love by one of Mih’s 
disciples. 

If biographies confer any additional lustre on an illustrious 
name, Mencius is not so fortunate as his predecessor, Confucius, 
and what there is in that respect it is difticult to make much of, 
owing to the utter disregard of chronological data. From the 
eageae itt works, however, the principal incidents of his public 

ife, extending over about twenty-four years, can be gathered, 

but he gives us no clue as to the order of time in which they 
happened. Mencius, it is perhaps scarcely necessary to remark, 
is the latinisation of Méng tsze, ¢.c., the philosopher Méng ; bis 
cognomen was Ko, and he was, therefore, properly Méng Ko. 

Some uucertainty prevails as to his literary appellation, for it 

does not .appear in his works, nor is any given to him by the 

most ancient commentators ; the legends, however, state that he 
was called Tsze-chii and Tsze yii, the latter, we believe, being the 

more usually accepted form. Mencius was born B.c. 372,— 

Dr. Legge says B.c. 371, but, as is well-known, he reckons 

dates on a system peculiar to himself, and is always neces- 

sarily a year out in his fiyures—and died in Bc. 289, 

at the age of eighty-four. It will thus be seen that Plato, 

Aristotle, Zeno, Epicurus, Demosthenes, &c., were his contem- 

poraries, and Dr. Legge considers that “ he can look them in the 

face, and does not need to hide a diminished head.” Dr. Legge 
gives some curious anecdotes respecting the philosopher and his 
mother, but, of course, these are not new: he then proceeds to 
sketch Mencius’s movements among the small kingdoms and prin- 
cipalities of those days, up to the time when “he retired from 
courts and great officers.” It is to be supposed that he left a 





peo for his descendants form a large clan at the present 
day, but how far their claim to be related to the great  philo- 


sopher is genuine, it is impossible to say, owing to the absence of 
authentic records, During the reicn of Kea-tsing, of the Ming 
dynasty, it may be mentioned ‘ He-wen, the tifty-sixth in descent 
from Mencius, was constituted a member of the Han-lin College, 
and of the Board in charge of the tive King, which honour was to 
be hereditary in the family.” 

Some commentators have supposed that Mencius’ works com- 
prised eleven books, and it is so stated in a catalogue of Lew 
Hin, containing a list of the works of scholars, which had been 
collected up to his time (the commencement of our era), but the 
historian Sze-ma Tsiten, who lived 100 years earlier, puts the 
nuuiber at seven. Whatever may have been the importance of 
the four additional books, if they ever existed, they are now lost, 
and we have left to us seven, of which Dr. Legge has given such 
a careful English version. 
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In taking leave of this valuable contribution to our knowledge 
of Chinese philosophy, we would draw attention to Dr. Legge’s 
concluding remarks on the influence and opinions of Mencius, as 
they possess considerable interest and significance at the present 
time. Mencius “ has left,” he observes, “one maxim which is 
deeply treasured by the rulersand the people of China at the 
present day, and feeds the supercilious idea which they are so 
unwilling to give up, of their own superiority to foreigners. 
I have heard, said he, of men using (the doctrines of) our t 
land to change barbarians, but I have never yet heard of any 
being changed by barbarians.” The charm of this dangerous 
flattery has now lasted for more than 2,000 years, but, adds Dr. 
Legge, “the idol of Chinese superiority is about to be broken— 
broken it must be ere long.” The sooner that day of change ar- 
rives, the better it will be for China and her teeming millions.

The Life and Teachings of Confucius. By James Leaar, D.D. 
Third Edition. London: Triibner and Co. 


The fact that the “Life and Teachings of Confucius” has 
reached a third edition is a sufficient proof of the value of the 
book and the estimation in which it is held by home readers, 
and we are glad to see that Dr. Legge’s labours have met with 
the reward which is so justly due to them. Dr. Legge’s plan is 
of a twofold nature ; he not only gives his readers an English 
translation of the Chinese classics, but he prefixes thereto a 
series of explanatory essays to enable them to enter upon a 
study of the classics with a knowledge of the antecedents 
of these relics of antiquity. In this, the tirst volume of 
the series, he commences with two introductory chapters, in 
which he explains what books are included under the term 
‘“‘ Chinese Classics,” and he makes some observations respecting 
their authority. The teachings of Confucius are comprised in 
three of what are called the Sze shoo, or Four Books, and these 
are styled by Dr. Legye the Confucian Analects, the Great 
Learning, and the Doctrine of the Mean, their respective titles 
in Chinese being Lun Yu, Ta Héd, and Chung Yung. Dr. Legge 
devotes to each of these works a separate chapter of preliminary 
essays, In which he has collected a large amount of information, and 
he then gives a life of Confucius, followed by remarks on his in- 
fluence and opinions. If it were only for these two last-named 
chapters, which contain the results of many vears’ labour and 
research, prosecuted with the greatest energy, this volume would 
be invaluable. Its interest is, of course, greatly enhanced by the 
scholarly translation of the three works enumerated above, in 
which the teachings of the great Chinese sage are embodied, and 
we hope that by its aid they may become familiar to an even 
larger circle of readers in this country, who, we feel swe, will 
not repent having entered upon a study of Chinese philosophy 
under Dr. Legge’s guidance. 





If the visit of the Shah of Persia to Europe has been unpro- 
ductive of any real good to his Persian subjects, it has at least 
had the result of developing the literary resources of his Ma- 
jesty. The Diary of the Shuh’s Tour through Europe is a quaint 
narrative, and that portion of it which relates to England is 
most amusing. Of all the sights shown to the Shah, none seem 
to have gratified him more than the wax exhibition at Madame 
Tussaud’s, and it is not unlikely that Teheran will one day rival 
London in its wax-work exhibitions. The journey through 
Europe was a source of continued wonder, commencing in 
Russia, and increasing at every fresh stage until it finally reached 
the culminating point here in England. The Shah was much im- 
pressed with the appearance of the crowds who greeted him on 
his journeyings through London, and he is rather inclined to 
believe that the homage paid him by a curious mob was due to 
his importance as a ruler, a surmise It would be perhaps unwise 
to undeceive him about. The Diary is an interesting supple- 
ment to the journey itself, and when we add that the publisher, 
Mr. John Murray, of Albemarle-street, has spared no pains in 
the embellishment of the volume, we feel sure that it will be 
sought for by all those who wish to renew their acquaintance 
with an Eastern Sovereign whose popularity was so unbounded 
during his stay amongst us. 


The current part of All the Year Round contains ashort paper 
entitled “ Chinese Proper Names,” which is of some interest, as 
it explains the customs of the Celestials in this respect in a way 
that will be intelligible to English readers. One point in the 
article is worthy of notice, and the writer believes that the pecu- 
liarity he alludes to is not very generally known, and does not 
appear to have been mentioned in any work upon Chinese man- 
ners and customs. Having stated that Chinese women, when 
married, assume their husband’s family or clan-names—the cus- 
tom in that respect coinciding, for a wonder, with our own—the 
writer continues, ‘ When, however, a married woman is men- 
tioned in connection with judicial proceedings, she is frequently 
described by both her married and maiden surnames ; thus we 
have seen in Chinese documents such expressions as the follow- 
ing :—‘ A woman of the town of Héng-yang, of the name of Lo 
by birth, and Tan by marriage, accuses, &c.;’ and afterwards the 
official in writing of her case, alludes to her by both surnames, 
calling her ‘ the woman Tan-Lo.’” A similar practice to this, it 
may be noted, prevails in some parts of Europe. 
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EASTERN POLITICS.—CEYLON. 

THE state of public feeling, in at any rate one of our 
Eastern colonies (Ceylon), is at the present moment very 
peculiar. That island possesses a Legislative Council, 
Municipal Councils, a Chamber of Commerce, and a 
Planters’ Association, all more or less representative of 
the public, though in the first-named and most important 
body only to an unqualified degree. Files of the Ceylon 
Times, received by the last mail, inform us that the public 
mind of Colombo, i.e., of the Colombo merchants, remain 
as unsettled as ever in regard to the constitution of the 
Legislative Council, to which only a section of the Chamber 
had consented to send a representative. We believe the 
last member returned on the Governor’s requisition was 
elected by the barest majority as against those who 
wished to decline keeping up the force of sham re- 
presentation because, as they maintain, unofficial mem- 
bers are without any power of good, so long as there 
is an official majority bound to vote with the Go- 
vernment. Those who considered that the mercantile 
community should not hold aloof from council on this 
account, believe that some amount of good and useful 
work may be done by their representations, even though 
constantly outvoted by officials, as the responsibility of re- 
jecting the unofficial view rests on the Executive. Out of 
this rather unsatisfactory state of things has arisen another, 
which to us seems very unpromising. It appears that not 
only do members of the Chamber of Commerce stand 
aloof from the Legislative Council Board pending the con- 
cession of a more popular constitution, but they abstain 
from expressing any opinion on measures of a strictly 
mercantile nature submitted to them for consideration 
and report. There has been quite recently a Bill befcre 
the local legislature for the compulsory registration of 
partnerships and attorneyships, having special re- 
ference to native traders and their business operations, 
which, in connection with the coast of India, are frequently 
of a larger extent in Ceylon. On the second reading of 
this measure the acting Queen’s Advocate expressed some 
surprise that although the Bill had been expressly framed 
to meet their requirements the merchants had never given 
expressions of opinion upon it, and he supposed, therefore, 
they did not care about it. The Ceylon Times, in comment- 
ing upon this, remarks that the Governor “ should remem- 
“ ber that the Chamber at present is entirely unrepresented 
‘‘ in the Legislature. If it had a representativein the Council 
‘““we have nodoubt but that the Chamber would readily 
‘‘ tender its advice upon this or any other public measure 
‘“‘ that happened to be under consideration.” It appears 
to us that our Ceylon contemporary !is at fault both 
in its facts and its logic. It is not the case 
that the Chamber is entirely unrepresented in the 
Council, seeing that Mr. J. T. WHITE sits there as the 
representative of a majority of that Chamber. If it were 
so that would be precisely the reason why the Chamber 
should offer its opinion on this measure. We cannot help 
thinking the present attitude of the Colombo merchants 
but ill calculated to attain the object they profess to have 
in view, namely, the improvement of the constitution of 
the local Legislature.

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THE MALAYAN NATIVE STATES. 

THE policy adopted by Sir ANDREW CLARKE towar<s 
the semi-independent Rajahs whose dominions adjuin the 
Straits Settlements has lately been discussed approving!y 
by a correspondent of The Times. But the writer referre: 
to has taken the opportunity to do something more than 
review the negotiations which have been recently carried 
on for securing a more orderly and effective administration 
within the territories of the native chiefs ; he offers some 
opinions upon the agricultural and mineral resources of tl:e: 
southern States in the Malay peninsula, and draws a pic- 
ture of what European capital and skill might accomplis’: 
under an orderly government in those regions. With the 
general spirit of the views expressed we cordially agree : 
and, indeed, it must be evident to every thoughtful man 
that since we have abandoned the Atchinese to their fate, 
since we have given up Sumatra to the Dutch, and thus in 
@ great measure probably closed up an important agricul- 
tural field to our own traders, while we helped our rivals 
to consolidate their power, the time has arrived when 
those who have charge of our commercial interests in the 
Far East may appropriately turn their attention to the 
relations existing between the Singapore Government and 
the native States which lie within its influence, and may 
take such steps as, while conducive to peace and frien«li- 
ness, will tend to spread our trading relations in a ficld 
still exclusively our own. The late Governor of the Strait: 
did little or nothing to promote these ends; his chies 
glory must be that he improved and beautified his capital 
with a sumptuous Government House ; and when he did 
interfere in the affairs of the local Rajahs he was not 
successful. 

There is undoubtedly much to be hoped for if a peace- 
ably-disposed and wise administration will develop our 
influence in the south of the Peninsula. The war in 
Atchin has had this good result, if no other, that it has a 
little drawn the attention of the British public to its in- 
terests in a district of which very few persons know any- 
thing except what an atlas can teach them, and this cir- 
cumstance has indirectly much facilitated Sir ANDREW 
CLARKE'S operations. Nevertheless, even in the House 
of Commons there is but scant acquaintance with the 
political and industrial aspects of the questions involved, 
and among the people, of course, the ignorance is more 
serious still. Now there is nothing which the tax-payer 
at home dislikes more than a little costly war, the object 
of which he cannot understand, and hence the great need 
of caution in avoiding even the appearance either of un- 
friendliness or of a wish for territorial annexation. From 
this reflection it will immediately occur to our readers, as 
it has to us, how much good might be looked for towards 
the accomplishment of those rich commercial successes 
which The Times’ correspondent foreshadows, if we pos- 
sessed some well-written work on the industrial resources 
of the Malay Peninsula, with particulars as to its labour 
market, and the variations of its climate, and a summary 
of the political position of the native States brought down 
to the present time. English capital and enterprise is but 
little likely to be attracted to a country till some know- 
ledge as to its capabilities and as to the security for life 
and property there can be readily obtained. 

To revert for a moment to the political aspects of our 
position in the Straits, it is quite clear that those at home 
who are most forward to condemn interference of any 
kind in the affairs of petty independent States commonly 
know little of the true effects produced where a dominant. 
Western Power has obtained permanent possession of even 
a small portion of the territory of an Eastern Potentate. 
We seized half Burmah. Look at the present condition of 
the independent half! The moral influence produced by 
the mere presence of the superior nation gradually enfee- 
bles the neighbouring native ruler, and ends in the dis- 
organisation of his people. The causes of all this are tou 
long to set out here, but the French have had similar 
experiences in Cochin-China, and it may be briefly re- 
marked that the feudal system, common to most Asiatic 
monarchies,—a system which no one yet seems properly to 
have examined—while sufficient to maintain order and 
social cohesion if left completely undisturbed, yet breaks 
up rapidly on the intervention of a Foreign Power, and of 
all other broken-down forms of Government is the one

OPIUM FARMERS AND RETAINERS. 

THE Straits Times questions the propriety of the ATTOR- 
NEY-GENERAL’S acceptance of the large yearly retainer of 
$1,000 from the Opium Farmer, not for the purpose of giv- 
ing him his legal aid, but simply that he will refuse his 
aid to “‘ the other side” in “ private prosecutions.” If this | 
be the truth, pure and simple, the Opium Farmer must be a 
shocking law-breaker, or a much persecuted man, to find it 
worth his while to buy the silence of a lawyer at a salary 
exceeding that which is given here to our revising barristers. 
If $1,000 is the price of legal silence, what is the quotation 
for legal eloquence, we wonder? The objection to these 
retainers, however, depends on the spelling of a word. 
They are received, no doubt, by the counsellor ; but are 
they not, in the giver’s mind, an offering to the councillor ? 
In the course of its comment on this arrangement, how- 
ever, the Straits Times brings to light a curious and 
significant change made in the law, in favour of the 
revenue farmers, since the law-making for the colony was 
transferred from Calcutta to a local governor and local ad- 
visers, “retained ” or otherwise. The Indian Government 
male all fines for breaches of the revenue laws payable to 
the municipal fund, and it prohibited under heavy penalties 
all attempts to compromise a prosecution. By taking 
‘away the profit and insisting on a public sifting of every 
accusation, it evidently sought to meet the danger of 
getting up false charges with a view to blackmail. But 
in Sir H. Orp’s time other counsels prevailed ; the law 
was altered, and not only are the farmers allowed to with- 
draw their prosecutions from investigation, and to take 
money for doing so, but all the fines which are imposed 
for a breach of the revenue law are paid over to them in- 
stead of to the municipal committees. The Straits Times 
more than hints that the results of the change have amply 
justified the wisdom of the Indian policy ; and certainly 
the subject is one which requires the attention of the 
present Governor and of Lord CARNARVON.

PUBLIC OPINION IN FORMOSA. 

A SOMEWHAT curious expression of public opinion in 
Formosa during the recent troubles there has found its 
way to Japan, and has been published in the columns 
of the Japan Mail. The document in question purports 
to emanate from “all the scholars and people of For- 
mosa,” and is decidedly patriotic and anti-Japanese in its 
nature. The writers commence by remarking that “the 
“whole of Formosa has been included in the map of 
“China for more than two hundred years ; and that the 
‘“‘ several Emperors of our country, in their successive 
‘reigns, have been moderate in inflicting punishment and 
“ sparing of taxation, so that the four classes of the 
‘people have enjoyed happiness and have grown and 
‘“‘ prospered.” Our readers will probably think that these 
sentiments must be received cum grano salis, as well as the 
statement that “if the savages murder any one, the Impe- 
rial Government has its own means of punishing them,” 
for that is precisely what the effete administration at 
Peking neither would nor could do. The Japanese, how- 
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chances are that on the first appearance of a few armed 
Japanese “in the dress of the Wasern nations,” these 
bellicose scholars and people of Formosa would have 
turned tail and fled for their lives. ‘“ All we scholars and 
people of Formosa,” they say, “eat the fruits and tread 
“ the soil ot the land. All of us who have life and breath 
‘ cannot but know our rulersand love our relations. How, 
“then, can we allow foreign marauders to commit these 
‘“‘ wild excesses ? Each of us ought to fight with fury and 
‘‘ make the quarrel his own. As soon as ever the army 
‘‘ has commenced the attack, let us who form the different 
“‘ companies of the trainbands, seize upon our weapons and 
“drive the foe before us, with answering shouts from the 
“four sides!” These warlike and patriotic sentiments, 
doubtless, looked very pretty on paper, and possibly for 
the moment the writers may have really felt something 
of what they said, but, on the whole, it is, perhaps, just 
as well that their courage was not actually put to the test, 
for the result would inevitably have been what we have 
indicated above. 


THE SHANGHAI QUARANTINE REGULATIONS. 

THE deadening effects of that limbo at Peking, where so 
many well-founded complaints and claims against the 
Chinese authorities are every year carefully docketed, ancl 
as carefully consigned to oblivion in the chanceries of the 
various Legations, have been notably exemplified in the 
treatment of the “Sanitary Regulatiuns for the Port of 
Shanghai.” <A code of rules on this subject, which, it must 
be admitted, is one of grave importance, especially in 
Eastern countries, where some diseases spread with such 
frightful rapidity, was approved by the Treaty Power Con- 
suls at Shanghai so far back as the autumn of 1873, and 
was, we presume, Immediately forwarded by them to 
Peking for ratification by their several superiors and the 
Tsungli Yamén. After the lapse of more than a year these 
regulations, in an amended form, have at last been pub- 
lished in English, French, and Chinese, by the Harbour- 
master’s Office at Shanghai. It seems a marvellous—not. 
to say scandalous—instance of red tape routine that a 
simple matter of this nature, which so nearly concerns the 
health and well-being of a busy port like Shanghai, should 
have taken this length of time to arrange. The regulations 
in question are eight in number, and seem calculated 
effectually to prevent the introduction of infectious diseases 
by vessels visiting the port, provided only that they be 
enforced with sufficient stringency. Rather a wide dis- 
cretion—and probably with wisdom—is placed in the hands 
of the authorities at Shanghai, when they happen to be 
called upon to deal with any vessel that may unfortunately 
have to hoist the yellow flag at the fore, for it is provided. 
that ‘“‘in any case the time of quarantine may be extended 
‘“ or continued at the discretion of the Health Officer anil 
“ the Consul concerned.” If we were inclined to cavil at 
anything in these regulations, it would be at the loose 
wording of the second, which runs thus :—“ On boarding 
“ vessels at Woosung the officer in charge will, if the vessc! 
“is from any place declared to be infected, hand a copy of 
“ these regulations to the master, and request (sic) him to 
“ hoist a yellow flag at the fore while proceeding towards. 
“ Shanghai.” Surely in a matter of such vital importance 
as this the boarding officer ought to be entrusted with the 
power of ordering the yellow flag to be hoisted, for, if he is 
not, occasions may not improbably arise when the third 
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regulation cannot be complied with, and that very mis- 
chief may be done which the whole code is designed to 
prevent. 


MARINE DISASTERS AND MARINE INSURANCE 
IN 1874. 

THE year which has just closed upon us has obtained 
an unenviable notoriety for the long catalogue of disasters 
which have marked its course. While it has witnessed 
the two severest catastrophes in the annals of railway 
travelling, we have had to record a succession of maritime 
disasters which have occurred to sailing and steam vessels 
of the highest class, of which the mail steamers Vil and 
Japan, the cable steamer La Plata, and the emigrant 
ships British Admiral and Cospatrick, though excep- 
tionally severe in the loss of life which has attended 
them, are unfortunately only samples. The past 
twelve months have been comparatively free from loss 
among those classes of risks which gave such force to 
the ‘“‘ Appeal” of the Member for Derby. There has 
been a sensible reduction in the casualties to timber-laden 
vessels, which when seaworthy in their hulls—which was 
not too often the case—were formerly rendered quite un- 
seaworthy and incapable of being navigated by the crowd- 
ing of the decks with cargo. Greater care has also been 
evinced in the stowage of grain cargoes—a particularly 
dangerous cargo for carriage by steam vessels, which fre- 
quently capsized by the shifting of the cargo in a mere 
gale of wind. The number of missing vessels (as posted | 
at LLoYD’s) hasbeen considerably reduced, from 164 in 1873 
to 128 in the past year. 

On the other hand, the year has been fruitful in losses by 
fire beyond all precedent (attributed in a great measure to 
the over-ventilation of vessels carrying any large quantity 
of coal), while new elements of danger are continually 
appearing through the revolution in the mercantile 
marine which has resulted from the use of iron in 
place of wood, and the employment of steamers for 
work which used to be carried on by sailing vessels. 
The risks which were formerly spread over a dozen 
sailing vessels are now concentrated in one steamer, and 
the rate of insurance reduced instead of being raised. The 
result is plainly shown in the published reports of the 
marine insurance companies, and none are more likely to 
suffer than the local companies, the bulk of whose business 
depends on the Eastern trade ria the Suez Canal. Yet in 
the face of these unfavourable circumstances, we find the 
local companies of China seeking to enter the already over- 
crowded field of competition for business “ to all parts of 
the world,” and by a course which can only be justified by 
success, removing their agencies from the economical ma- 
nagement of influential firms, to establish, with all the 
attendant costs of high salaries and expensive offices, 
branches under the direction of amiable managers, whose 
experience of London business has been gained, during 
their residence abroad, from the letters of their London 
correspondents. Beyond the natural temptation to show a 
largely augmented business, which is not unlikely to be 
purchased by the ruinous expedient of accepting risks 
below the rates current among the other offices, the mana- 
gers of the local companies will lose the power they were 
entitled to exercise of maintaining at a remunerative point 
the scale of premium for insurances to and from the East. 

We have no sympathy with offices which regulate their 
charges on a panic scale, adding a fraction per cent. for each 
successive disaster, only to reduce them again after a short 
period of immunity from‘loss. The rates of insurance to 
the East at the beginning of the last year had probably 
reached their lowest point. A general rise of 30 to 50 per 
cent. has been made, but even this is already showing signs 
of relaxation, while the reports of the larger part of the year’s 
business show how inadequate the increase had proved. 
The fear of losing business, in these days of competition, 
is after all the chief obstacle to a permanent and satisfactory 
improvement in the rates of premium. But it is clear that 
any reduction of the present charges can only result in 
further loss. For those shareholders who have counted 
on a certain and substantial return of premium which they 
think their past experience has entitled them to expect, 
there remains an inevitable disappointment. The very 
principle on which the Companies were founded was to 
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secure the direct business of shareholders interested in 
their welfare, and not to allow their associations to be 
the easy prey of the clever, if not too scrupulous me- 
dium, whose interest it is to do the best for his principal. 
Another point on which sufficient discrimination has not 
been exercised, is the necessity of making a broad dis- 
tinction between owners of good and owners of bad re- 
pute. To take a single example. The immunity from any ~ 
serious disaster which has attended the Ocean Steamship 
Company’s fleet for many years past entitles the enter- 
prising managers to a recognition which the underwriters 
have not been sufficiently ready to accord. Owners should 
be made to feel—if insensible in other ways—at least 
through their pockets, that the appointment of suspended 
officers to responsible posts, and the selection of captains, 
however excellent in character, who have never been m 
steamships before to the charge of their steamers in 
dangerous and difficult navigation is discreditable to their 
profession, and needlessly hazardous to the lives of their 
men.

WHATEVER some writers may say or think to the con- 
trary, it is quite clear that YakooB Bsc, Ameer of Kash- 
gar, however flushed he may be with the victorious pro- 
gress he has made in recent years, still stands in the 
ereatest awe of his mighty neighbour, the Czar of ALL 
THE Russias, and that when any unfortunate confrefemps 
does occur to disturb the harmony of the relations exist- 
ing between them, he will at once do all in his power to 
appease the wrath of the offended monarch. By a tele- 
cram from the Berlin correspondent of the D ely Telegraph, 
which we reproduce in another column, it will be seen 
that the Ameer has now despatched envoys to Tashkend 
with the money due for the losses sustained by a Russian 
caravan, and also to offer propitiatory presents to the 
Czar. The tenor of this telegram fully confirms the 
view which we recently expressed as to the all-powerful 
influence which Russia can at any moment, if she chooses, 
exercise over the movements and proceedings of the 
AMEER ; and this being the case, it behoves China to keep 
on good terms with her, and not to attempt any such 
harassing action in the direction of the Amoor Territory, 
as was reported in the telegram from Wladiwostock, which 
we published in our last issue. 





THE grand old conservatism of China has at last broken 
down. Following in the wake of her neighbours, she has 
listened to the voice of the Western charmer, and nego- 
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tiated a loan. No doubt the Formosa difficulty has a great 
deal to do with this step ; but whatever the reason, the re- 
sult is the same, and China may now be considered to have 
lost its independence and power of resistance. We may 
regard this movement as the forerunner of others, such as 


the exploration of its mines, railways, telegraphs, &c. ; 


It is a very encouraging opening of the year for all in- 
terested in China. 





THE FOREIGN RELATIONS OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 

The China correspondence in the volume before us consists of 
thirty-eight despatches, comprising thirty from the U.S. Minister 
at Peking and one from the U.S. Consul at Hong Kong to Mr. 
Fish at Washington, and seven from the Department of State to 
Mr. Low. Three despatches relate to the Imperial marriage, in 
one of which Mr. Low expresses a decided opinion that ‘an im- 
provement in the status of the Foreign Ministers vis @ vis this 
Government is specially to be desired,” and of this the action of 
the Chinese Government in connection with the Imperial marriage 
ceremonial afforded abundant evidence, for “ the representatives 
of the Western Powers were treated in a manner which, to say 
the least, was discourteous; while those from the tributary States 
were invited, and took part in the ceremony. All foreigners 
were rigorously excluded from the streets and places through 
which the procession passed, while natives of all grades above the 
lowest official rank were freely admitted to the Imperial grounds 
to view the pageant.” This fact, which we do not remember to 
have seen noticed before, made the slight to the Foreign Ministers 
all the more pointed; but Mr. Low says that he would not have 
thought these incidents worth noticing, were it not “ that all this 
has a mischievous influence on the mass of the people.” 

Four despatches (one with seventeen inclosures) treat of the 
troubles which arose from the “covert hostility on the part of 
the officials to missionary operations” at Hangchow, in the Che- 
kiang province. Mr. E. C. Lord, the U.S. Consul at Ningpo, 
went in person to Hangchow to look into and arrange, but big 
visit would not have been of much avail had he not “ concluded ” 
to go with Mr. Lolbe (sic),—presumably Mr. E. Solbe,—the in- 
terpreter of the British Consulate, for whose good offices and 
material assistance he does not appear properly grateful. It isa 
great pity that our American friends do not organise their Con- 
sular Service in a better manner, so as to place their interpretorial 
department on a footing mdependent of missionary and other 
outside aid. 

No less than eighteen despatches are specially devoted to the 
Audience Question, and the details of negotiations, the views of 
the French Government, &c., are very fully given by Mr. Fish 
and Mr. Low, who also forwards a long account given by Father 
Ripa of the circumstances attending the audience granted some 
150 years ago to Count Ismailof, the Russian Ambassador. Mr. 
Low, of course, finally gives an account of the reception of- the 
Foreign Ministers by the Emperor, and in reply he is informed 
by the Department of State that his “action in connection 
therewith has been discreet and firm, and is deserving of com- 
mendation.” At this distance of time from the solution of this 
knotty question the most interesting despatch appears to be the 
one from Mr. Fish, in which he gives Mr. Low instructions as 
to the course he is to pursue. “It is the opinion of the Presi- 
dent,” he says, “that on the part of the United States it (ce., 
- the right of audience of the Emperor) should now be demanded.” 
Mr. Low was accordingly instructed to make such demand, not 
separately, but in concert with the representatives of other 
Powers. Mr. Fish’s despatch concludes thus :—“ It would seem 
to be best tu proceed by degrees and with due tenderness, for 
the inveterate prejudices and the grotesque conceit of the Chinese 
courtiers, the undoubted outgrowth of the long ages, through 
which the present system has prevailed without intercourse with 
the rest of the world, and, therefore, in ignorance of the ad- 
vances made abroad in civilisation and power. If your well- 
considered and gradual attempts to compass the object should 
ultimately fail, the President authorises you to inform that Go- 
vernment that you are directed to suspend official intercourse 
with it. .” We are almost inclined to think that this is 
the very course of action that would have been most pleasing to 
the Chinese. 

Mr. Low writes two despatches on the subject of the visit of 
the Japanese Embassy to Peking, in the former of which he 
gives an account of General Le Gendre’s call on him, the real 
object of which was “to intimate that the Japanese Ambas- 
sador would insist that his superior rank should be recognised 
by all the Ministers, native and foreign : ” these preposterous pre- 
tensions had, of course, to be abandoned. General Le Grendre’s 
method of proceeding was so devoid of tact, and even so insolent, 
that Mr. Lowe says it “ made a very unfavourable impression on 
his colleagues ; it has evidently increased their jealousy and dis- 
trust of him. If he displays no more discretion in dealing with 
the Chinese Ministers, his presence will do the Japanese much 
harm.” In his second despatch Mr. Low writes respecting the 
objects of the Japanese Embassy : these were two ; the first, of 
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course, being the Formosa question, while the second was “ to 
ascertain the precise relations between China and Korea ; 
whether the former claims to exercise such control over her tri- 
butary as to render China responsible for the acts of the Koreans, 
or whether other nations must look to Korea for redress for 
wrongs and outrages which her people may commit.” In the 
superior interest attaching to the Formosa difficulty, this latter 
question seems to have been lost sight of, but we hope that ere 
long it may come to the fore again, for Korea is quite worth 
opening to foreign trade and intercourse. Early in the year Mr. 

ish wrote, disapproving in unmistakable terms of Mr. Jewell, 
the United States Consul at Canton, having taken jurisdiction 
in a criminal charge against a citizen of New Granada, and he 
expresses his surprise that “he should have fallen into the com- 
niission of such an error with the laws of the United States, the 
Consular instructions, and the existing treaties between the 
United States and China all before him.” 

The despatch from the United States Consul at Hong Kong to 








|} Mr. Fish relates to the extinction of the coolie trade and its expul- 


sion from Hong Kong. He offers suggestions as to the manner 
of compelling the Portuguese to give it up at Macao, and, be- 
sides extracts from the China Mad and the Hong Kong Times, 
he transmits a statement by Mr. J. B. Steere, the American 
gentleman who has been for some time engaged in scientific pur- 
suits in China, as to the result of his observations with regard 
to Chinese labour in Peru, a statement which will be read with 
much interest. There is also a despatch from Mr. Fish relating 
to the kidnapping and apprenticing of Chinese children, and one 
from Mr. Low, detailing the settlement of the question that 
arose respecting the transhipment of contraband of war in the 
Treaty Ports. 

The Japan correspondence comprises twenty-six despatches, 
eighteen from Mr. De Long, and eight from Mr. Fish. No less 
than twelve despatches rélate directly to the well-known case of 
the Peruvian ship Maria Luz, and several others to the state of 
affairs and negotiations between Japan and Peru. In fact, if it 
had not been for Peru and matters relating thereto, Mr. De Long’s 
office would, as far as despatch-writing goes, have been compara- 
tively a sinecure, for there are only four of his letters which 
treat of other subjects. At the outset of the Jfaria Luz case, 
Mr. De Long got rather a severe rebuff from his superior, who 
wrote :—“ It is regretted that you deemed it proper to take any 
steps which might wear the aspect of giving the support and 
countenance of the United States to a vessel suspected by the 
Japanese Government, not without reason, of complicity in a 
nefarious traffic, of a character particularly odious to the Govern- 
ment and people of the United States.” 

In reply toa despatch from Mr. De Long on the relations 
between Japan and China, and stating how he had introduced 
General La Gendre to the Japanese authorities, Mr. Fish ob- 
serves :—‘ The advice which you have offered to the Japanese 
authorities, that peaceable means should be pursued, with an 
earnest effort for their success, to obtain what they desire from 
the Chinese before resort is had to warlike measures, or serious 
preparations are made therefor, cannot be too strongly approved. 
The part which you have taken in the negotiations for the 
employment of General Le Gendre by the Japanese, with a 
distinct reference to the use of his services as an adviser in 
military operations, should they become necessary, would appear 
to be inconsistent with the peaceful policy thus wisely recom- 
mended.” Mr. Fish then refers to that portion of the American 
Statutes at large which prohibits diplomatic officers from recom- 
mending any person for any employment of trust or profit under 
the Government of the country in which they reside, and also 
from asking for any person any emolument, &c., &c., and he 
adds :—“ The approval of the Department cannot be accorded 
to proceedings in evasion if not in direct contravention to these 
terms of the statute.” 

Mr. De Long was also unfortunate in the measures he took to 
compel American citizens to register themselves at the Consu- 
lates, for in reply to his report of the proceedings against Mr. 
E. Peschine Smith at Yokohama, Mr. Secretary Fish states that 
“ it is the opinion of the Department that this Statute [extracts 
from which are given in the despatch] confers upon the Minister 
in Japan no authority to make a regulation requiring citizens of 
the United States to register their names, and no power to 
enforce such a decision judicially.” This despatch is not given 
in its entirety, and it is, therefore, probable that Mr. De Long’s 
action in this matter was even more strongly condemned by his 
superiors than the above extract would at first sight seem to in- 
dicate. 

Having heard that the Japanese Government had officially 
proposed to Italy certain provisional arrangements for admitting 
Italians into the interior of Japan on condition that they gave 
up exterritorial rights, Mr. Secretary Fish wrote to General 
Schenck, in London, in the following terms, at the same time 
instructing him to communicate the President’s views to Lord 
Granville. “Japan,” says Mr. Fish, “ has no firmer friend than 
the United States ; no one more ready than we to recognise her 
rightful autonomy. But, on a candid review of the situation, 
the President is forced to the conclusion that it is not vet safe to 
surrender to the local authorities the guaranteed rights of ex.

Mr. Consul Ricketts reports on the trade and commerce of 
Manila for the years 1872 and 1873 as follows :— 
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of the rice shipments on the part of Chinese cannot have been 
remunerative, yet the period has not been characterised by any 
of the disastrous failures which so seriously threatened the 
business prosperity of the colony during 1872. A new feature 
has presented itself in the opening of active commercial relations 
with Java, which bids fair to remain a permanent one for the 
future. The Government, considering the imposition of a tax 
upon immigrants immediately upon their arrival to be undesira- 
hie, and teuding to prevent the free introduction of labour into 
the colony, has issued a decree to the following effect :— 

That, atter the first of January, 1874, all Asiatic immigrants of the 
third or labouring class shall be exempt fromthe payment of a poll- 
tax during the first year of their residence in the colony, in fact, 
giving them a respite of full twelve months previous to their being 
called upon for its payment; but should such immigrants desire to 
leave the colony, whatever may be the date of their intended depar- 
ture, or the length of their sojourn here, they are not a!lowed to do so 
without having first paid their poll-tax for the current year, and an 
impost of a further sum of f.25. Upon leaving, a passport will be 
necessary, Which will be only issued upon the proliction of a certificate 
of the proper authorities of the place’where such immigrant has resided, 
that all Goverument dues have been paid. 

The British system of measuring ves<els has now been adopted, 
and seems to give general satisfaction. Tonnage dues, in the 
case of steam vessels, are now levied once intwo months, instead 
of four, as formerly, and the rate of pilotage for this class of 
shipping has been doubled. During the prevalence of cholera at 
Danakok and Singapore, a quarantine was established at Cangio. 
at the mouth of the Donnai River, but we were happily spared 
from a visitation of this pestilence. 

The exports of Rice, the principal production of Cochin China, 
show an increase, as compared with the preceding vear, of nearly 
1,000,000 piculs, the total having reached the large amount of 
4,634,452 piculs, equal to nearly 272,600 tons. The average 
value of these exports is difficult to ascertain with exactness, but 
it is not far from $1 21c. per picul, making a total of 85,747,000. 

During the year 175 British vessels entered the port, with a 
tonnage of 117,797 tons, showing a decrease in the number of 
_ Vessels as compared with last year, but an increase in the tonnage. 
A total of 394 vessels of all nationalities loaded during the year. 

The manufacture of Sugar has not been upon a very extensive 
scale, the chief difficulty experienced being the unwillingness on 
the part of the native growers to part with their cane ; now, 
however, the Government has given its powerful influence in aid 
of the work, and great results are expected the coming year. The 
cultivation of Cotton is steadily on the increase, and this article 
bids fair to become an important item in our future commerce. 

The trade in other articles of produce is about on a par with 
that of former years, and presents new feature. Imports of 
Manchester goods remain entirely in the hands of Chinese, and 
of the direct importations of other descriptions of merchandise, 
no statistics are to be obtained. 

In addition to the supplies of Coal for Government use, about 
3,900 tons have been brought to this market during the year, 
of the following descriptions :—<Australian 500 tons, Formosa 
1,200 tons, and English 1,300 tons. Sales have been much in 
excess of previous years, owing to the increase of steam traffic, 
and at an average retail price of $9 per ton for the first two 
named, and $17 for English. 

The revenue from the Opium farm will amount to f.3,250,000 
per annum, having been sold to the original farmer for four 
years.

THE PACIFIC MAIL SUBSIDY. 


Attorney-General Williams has delivered the following opi- 
nion in relation to the Pacific Mail contract, for the conveyance 
of an additional monthly mail between San Francisco, Japan, 
aod China, authorised by Act of Congress, approved June 1, 
lid Sher to Mr. Cresswell, in August last, and just trans- 
mitted to the house by Mr. Jewell, at the request of Represen- 
tative Tyner, of sub-committee on appropriations for the Post- 
office Department :— 

Looking to the object of the Act of June 1, 1872, authoris:ng addi- 
tional monthly mail service between San Francisco, Japan, and China, 
and taking into consideration the fact that such.additional mail services 
have been rendered as provided for in the said Act, I am of the opinion 
that it was not an essential part of the contract that the new iron 
steamships should be finished by October 1, 1873, if by that time it 
satisfactorily appeared that they would be finished within a reasonable 
time thereafter. 

Second. On the first of October, 1873, it was well known bv the 
Post-Office department that the Pacific Mail Steamship Company was 
expending large amounts of money in constructing such steamships as 
were required by the contract to perform the additional mail service as 
therein provided. But instead of notifying the company that its 
failure as to time would be regarded as an end to the contract, the 
department, it seems, afterwards treated the contract as still subsisting, 
and in view of that fact, and the subsequent proceedings in Congress, 
I do not believe it would be legal or right now, when the completed 
steamships have been presented for inspection, for the Government to 
refuse to receive them into the service under said contract, because 
they were not furnished by the first of October, 1873. 

Third. Considering that the Act in question provides fur a contract 
to continue ten years from the first of October, 1873, and that the 
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primary objects of this legislation were to subserve the interests of 
American commerce and provide ships for the naval service of the 
United States in case of war, I think it would be subordinatiny the 
great ends of the statute to unimportant matters to hold that the will 
of Congress upon the subject was wholly defeated by the failure of the 
company to furnish the iron steamships within the few months of time 
fixed by a specification in the contract ; especially when such specifica- 
tion was outside of the requirements of law authorising the contract. 

The committee of ways and means met at Washington on the 12th 
inst. to continue the Pacific Mail investigation. Gardner J. Hubbard 
read a telegram from Richard B. Irwin, requesting kim to engage apart- 
ments for Irwin in Washington for next Monday evening, and be pre- 
pored to act as counsel for him before the ways and means committee. 
Also a telegram from a clerk of Irwin’s, stating that Irwin was ill and 
asleep. The committee informed Hubbard that he could not be per- 
mitted to act directly as counsel before them, but might suggest quea- 
tions from time to time to be put by members of the committee. 

2ufus Hatch was sworn, and testified that he was elected a director 
in May, 1873, and had been a director ever since ; had no personal 
knowledge of the business of the company prior to May, 1873, but 
through an examination of the bouks he had knowledge ot its accounts 
for 1872. There were some items of the accounts during that period 
which had not been explained to the satisfaction of the company ; 
these items consisted solely of payments made to Richard B. Irwin, 
then San Francisco agent, to the aggregate of $750,000, the original 
cheques fur which Hatch exhibited to the committee ; these are the only 
cheques of the existence of which he has any knowledge that have been 
drawn outside of the regular business of the company, or which appear 
to require an explanation ; so far as the witness knows the company 
has no record of those cheques except on the cheque-book. There were, 
however, very large entries on the books of the company for several 
months before and after the date of these cheques. He testified to many 
large cheques being found on record, indicating either large stock oper- 
ations or money loaned to bankers and brvkers. He had no information 
either directly or indirectly, that the company ever expended a dollar 
to influence Congress, except through the newspapers. He never saw 
Irwin but once, and never spoke to him. Had suspected one of Irwin's 
vouchers because he deemed it unsatisfactory. No one had power to 
draw money except by order of the president of the company, and 
there was in the books, showing for what money was used by Irwin, 
and an action was taken early in 1873 to ascertain what had become of 
the money. Nothing has been done by the directors to cover up any 
matters of the company. The arrangement with Roach had no relation 
with the congressional subsidy, and the company, since he had been 
connected with it, has taken no steps whatever to influence Congress 
or the executive department of the Government in regard to mui! sub- 
sidy, and they had no desire to conceal or keep secret from the commit- 
tee any of their books, records or transactions ; the witness did not 
know whether or not it had been the practice of the company prior to 
his connection with its management to advance money tou bankers or 
brokers to protect the price of stock. 

Mr. Hatch was excused to re-appear when notifled by the sub-com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Kasson and Beck, and to then brinz with 
him such of the company’s books as the sub-committee may de=iznate. 
The investigation was then adjourned until Tuesday. 

Wasuincton, Dec. 16.—The ways and means committee assembled 
shortly after ten o'clock on the 16th to proceed with the Pacific Mail 
investigation, but Mr. Irwin was not on hand. Owing to the al.-ence 
of Mr. Irwin the committee began the examination of the bouks of 
the Pacific Mail Company, which were delivered to them by Director 
Hatch and J.C. Merrill, the company’s book-keeper. F. W. G. Bel- 
lows, formerly vice-president of the company, and T. T. Johnson, who, 
as treasurer pro tempore signed with Bellows the cheques drawn May 24, 
1872, to order of R. B. Irwin, are also here ready to testify when called. 
It is ascertained that the books now under examination show that on 
the 24th of May, 1872, the sum of $650,C00 was loaned by the com- 
pany to a firm of New York brokers; that on the 7th of September 
following the firm returned $500,000 of this loan, and that on the 
saine day, namely, the 7th of September, President Stockwell drew 
$500,000 out of the bank and charged it to Oliver Eldredge and Ro- 
bert Irwin, the San Francisco agents. 

The ways and means sub-committee interrogated Irwin in his room 
about an hour to-day, the most of which was consumed in the state- 
ment, &c., made by Irwin, with a view of purging himself of contempt 
in failing heretofore to appear before the committee when summoned. 
Irwin then answered promptly all the questions put to him by the sub- 
committee, but when they arrived at a certain point the committce, in 
view of the state of Irwin's health and of other considerations, which 
they decline to disclose, concluded to postpone further examination 
until to-morrow morning. In the meantime the testimony taken to-day 
is to be kept strictly private. It is conjectured that the reason for this 
determination is that other witnesses are to be summoned.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, Dec. 30. 


The topic of the day is the appointment of Mr. Lansberge as Go- 
vernor-General of our East India Colonies, which has caused, I may 
say, a storm of indignation. Professor Vreede, formerly one of the 
thick and thin supporters of Mr. Heemskerk, the present Premier, 
quite agreed—according to his rather vehement articles in the U'trechtsch 
Dagblad—with the proposal to recall Mr. Loudon, but he desired 
that he should be replaced by a man thoroughly acquainted with 
colonial matters. We must not forget, he says, that the Governor has 
to govern twenty millions of natives, and to create harmony between 
the conflicting interests of the colony and of the mother country. 
Was it not possible to find such a man? Was it advisable to appoint 
a diplomate who knows absolutely nothing of Java affairs. He thinks 
not, and he is so opposed to the appointment that he urges the nation 
tu adopt such measures as may be possible to make it void. The Dag- 
blad, the leading Conservative paper, is also discontented, and would 
have even preferred that a Conservative pur sang should be honoured 
with the post. Mr. Lansberge is certainly a most able diplomatist, but 
in this case he is not the right man in the right place. The Vieuwe 
Rotterdamsche Courant is more guarded in its observations. This paper 
states that the appointment has caused general surprise, and it fears that 
Mr. Loudon has been sacrificed to party-spirit, but not knowing the real 
motives it refrains from pronouncing judgment. The dAmsterdamsche 
Courant, the fashionable Conservative paper, thinks the appointment is 
a good one. A diplomate so able as Mr. Lansberge is quite competent for 
the post. In England it is the rule to appoint diplomatists to such offices. 
Mr. Rochussen was only a diplomate,and he was oneof our best governors- 
general. It is, moreover, a recommendation that the newly appvinted 
Governor is not a party man. The Standard, the Anti-Revolutionary 
paper, criticises the appointment most sharply, and is of opinion that it 
will lead to the overthrow of the Cabinet. The Nieuwe Arnheimnsche 
Courant ia of opinion that it will be best to wait till Mr. Lansberge shows 
his policy before speaking against him. Messrs. Sloet van de Beele and 
Duymaer Van Twist werealso without experience as regards Colonial mat- 
ters when they were appointed Governors-General, and the Liberals are 
still very proud of their management. They did much for Java, whilst 
so-called specialites have done literally nothing, or if they did anything, 
they did it badly. These are the outlines of the opinion of the press. 
It is generally hoped that the Members of the First Chamber—who 
will meet in a few days—will ask the Minister for further elucidations, 
and that we shall not be obliged to wait for them till the Bill asking a 
credit for the expenses of the new functionary is brought into the 
Second Chamber. It is rather curious that no paper states that Mr. 
Lansberge, who, according to the Vaderland, will start on the 15th of 
February in the steamer Voorwaarts, of the Nederland Company, is a 
Moderate Ultramontane, but nevertheless it is quite certain that if he 
was a Protestant the opposition would not be so sharp aa it is. 

It is indeed somewhat curious that just at the moment when the 
Conservatives are in power and could do what they liked, that while 
they could appoint Schimmelpenninck, Wintgens, or Van Herwerden, 
their choice fell upon a man who is perhaps more liberal than conser- 
vative, and who was, in fact, Minister of the Foreign Department in the 
ministries of Fock and Van Bosse. It seems that it has been very diffi- 
cult to find a man for the post. I hear that the Ministry addressed 
themselves firstly to Mr. Van Zuylen, our ambassador at Paris, but he 
declined the office, because his health was bad. Thereupun the Gover- 
nor-generalship—thus the rumours run—was offered to a great railway 
proprietor, but when he also declined, a choice became still more difficult. 
There was another reason for the appointment of Mr. Van Lansberge. 
The ex-Minister for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Gericke Van Herwynen, wished 
to go to Brussels, and the man who helped a good deal to involve us in 
the war with Atchin, and by whose offices we concluded a treaty with 
England, transferring our settlements on the Coast of Africa, has cer- 
tainly deserved something for his excellent services. Mr. Van Lansberge 
is not rich,and let me add that he is a personal friend of Mr. Van Goltstein, 
the Minister of the Colonial Department. It is well knownthat Mr. Loudon 
has wished for a long time to resign. He has not been very lucky, and 
that unfortunate Atchin war has caused him much trouble. But of course 
his personal honour would not permit him to make such an excuse to 
return to Holland before his time had expired—the less because this 
never happened with any Governor-General. A more potent reason 
had to be sought, and it was found in a difference of opinion about an 
administrative measure—the conversion of communal possessions to 
individual ones. I think that the discussion about the Agrarian Bill 
of 1870 did not leave the least doubt about the intention of the legis- 
lator to maintain the system of communal propriety, this being the 
sole means of preventing the alienation of grounds belonging to 
natives to European speculators. Mr. Levysohn Norman, the Secre- 
tary of the Colonial Government, was sent to the interior, in order to 
win the chiefs over to favour the system of individual proprietorships. 
And after having been interpellated thereabout the Minister stated 
that he had directed the Governor-General to recall the Secretary. 
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Mr. Loudon did not agree with this measure of the Minister, and at 
once asked for his dismissal.

CaIRNRYAN, Dic, 24.—The Sourabaya floating dock, which went 
ashore at Helensburg, Oct. 21, has been taken off and brought into 
mid harbour here. 

Scrtiy, Dec. 28.—The Howden, Ditchburn, from Singapore to Liver- 
pool, has put in here, having lost and split sails. 

Duin, Dec. 23.—The P. J. Carleton is on fire in Kingston harbour, 
and will have to be scuttled ; later telegrams state that she was succexs- 
fully scuttled, the fire extinguished, and arrangements have been made 
for pumping out and raising her.—Dublin Dec. 29.—The P. J. Carleton 
has been floated, and will be brought in here. (The P. J. Curleton 
cleared from Dublin Dec. 17, for Canton.) 

The Buston Vale, arrived in the river from Colombo, reports that on the 
29th Nov., off tke island of Flores, she experienced a heavy gale ; anda 
succession of gales from Dec. 1 until she arrived off Dungeness ; on the 
11th and 12th, in lat. about 47, long. about 10 W., wasovertaken bya hurri- 
cane, and compelled to lay to under bare poles ; was struck by a mon- 
strous sea, which stuve the long bout, started stanchions, and washed 
overbuard from the deck two boats and everything that stood in its 
way ; on the 13th the wind blew in furious squalls. It was afterwards 
found that the cargo had shifted, a good deal of plumbago coming up 
the pumps.
